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GOULD'S WAR ON CORNELL 


A STRONG REACTION IN FAVOR OF 
THE GOVERNOR. 

“ANY POLITICIANS NOW AT SARATOGA— 
VARIOUS OPINIONS REGARDING THE 
OUTLOOK—MR. STARIN’S COMPLIMENT- 
ARY VOTE—AN INCREASING SENTIMENT 
IN FAVOR OF CORNELL. 

Sanaroca, Aug. 31.—Here in the district 
which handsomely elected the Hou. John H. 
Starin to Congress, and would have sent him 
back again if he would have consented to wear 
the honors, it is not surprising that Mr. 
Starin should be the candidate of both 
factions. Three years ago Saratoga County 
carried his banner, all sorts of Republicans 
rallying around the standard conamore. Now, 
also, he is at once named if you inquire for 
whom the Saratoga delegates wil! cast their 
ballots in the coming convention. ‘The Conk- 
ling wing is so small here that it is 
Bearcely worth the designation. The oppo- 
nents of Gov. Cornell form a larger group on 
the Administration side, but there are also 
opponents of Gov. Cornell in the anti-Conk- 
ling ranks. In the Administration ranks 
train the men who are to be for Staria formal- 
ly, because it will be the right thing to do to 
name him, and also because in naming him 
Cornell will lose votes. On the other side are 
the men who will cast a complimentary vote 
for Starin, and then, unless the convention 
shall prove to be very strongly inclined in Cor- 
nell’s favor, they will vote for Wadsworth. 
This they declare frankly, unlike the Adminis- 
tration men, who are not a bit cordial in their 
compliments for Wadsworth, who is regarded 
as a good enough sort of young man in his 
way, with a perfectly well known weakness 
for half-breed associations and a growing in- 
clination to accept political position, 

Such is the situation a stranger discovers 
when he drops down into this whirl of fashion- 
able pleasure and health seekers, if he looks 
about among the people in and out of political 
position. Saratoga 1s ‘just now a sort of po- 
litical Exchange. Groups of politicians from 
all parts of the State, and from many States, 
may be seen on all hands comparing notes 
upon the situation in this and other States, 
and arguing their respective views with as 
much earnestness as if the election were only 
a week away. To meet an intelligent Repub- 
lican, or two intelligent men, at Aluany, who 
straightway, in the course of achat on the 
feeling in this State, referred to the reaction 
in Cornell’s favor following upon his TimEs’s 
explanation of the Gould-Conkling controver- 
sy, was notremarkable. To find half a dozen 
men here who brought up the same subject 
and repeated the same opinion was in the na- 
ture of confirmation of a change of feeling. 
Meeting Commissioner Jacob Hess, who had 
just returned from Alexandria Bay, he vol- 
untarily expressed the opinion, from per- 
sonal observations in the northern part 
of the State, that Gov. Cornell’s statement 
of the actual character of Gould and 
Conkling’s approach to him for his signature 
of the Elevated Railroad Tax bill had proved 
eminently satisfactory to many men who were 
inclined to be offended by the first publication 
of the transaction. The feeling against Gould 
he represents as intense, and with it goes a 
determination that no man shall be veted for, 
even if nominated, who is even suspected of 
baving received his nomination through 
Conkling’s_ dictation for Gould’s benefit. 
Two well-known New-York men _ are 
here and both of them talked frankly, but 
in strains entirely different, of the political 
situation. Mr. John H. Sherwood, who was 
not for Cornell three years ago. believing as a 
business man that Lucius Robinson had been a 
good Governor and ought to be re-elected, says 
he is now a Cornell man and hopes to see him 
nominated, as he believes that every business 
man will recognize the claim which a good 
administration has established, and give him 
a vote for re-election. Mr. Sherwood says 
he feels that to be about the senti- 
ment of men with whom he associates. 
Judge Fitch, who talks politics a great deal, 
when asked what he thought would be the 
outcome of the convention, replied obliquely, 
by declaring that he did not believe Cornell 
would be elected if nominated, for the soldiers 
were against him, the benefit insurance men 
were against him, andthe ultra/Stalwarts were 
also opposed to him. It was suggested that 
that meant the Administration men would 
cut him and give the State to the Democrats. 
“Yes, it would mean that, and we don’t 
want to doit. Of course, such a result would 
be a blow to the Administratidn, which ought 
not to permit it if it can be heljied. As for the 
effect of defeat on the Presidential contest, that 
is neither here nor there. When Arthur is 
done with this term heis done.’”’ The Judge 1s 
against Cornell, but like other opponents of 
the Governor, he doesn’t know who he is for. 
He is also against Folger, who \would, he says, 
be defeated if nominated. In |his estimation, 
there will be a dark horse upon whom 
all Republicans can unite amicably. Wads- 
worth has, in the estimation of Mr. Fitch and 
many other persons here, been, burned up as a 
candidate by over-booming ia some of the 
newspapers. A well-known Cayuga County 
politician declared to-day that|his céunty was 
for anything to prevent a Gould and Conkling 
candidate from getting the nornination. 

Perhaps the central manof the Administra- 
tion faction here is Mr. Judson, the Post- 
master, who was retained against the wishes 
of Congressman George West and in compli- 
ance with the desires of ¢x-Congressman 
Starin. In talking about what the feeling is 
in the county he admitted that Gov. Cornell 
had friends here before the publication of the 
statement affecting Conkling. | Since the state- 
ment had been published he had regarded 
Cornell as no better than a dead man 
for all purposes of the convention, and that if 
it were possible to nominate him he could not 
be elected. It is possible that Mr. Judson dis- 
regarded, or did not understand, the actual 
feeling in the district. He has misinterpreted 
it before, for last Fall, when 4 State Senator 
was to be elected, and Mr. Stanford, with the 
help of Mr. Judson and his friends, was 
nominated, Republicans walked to the polls 
and voted openly for Baucus, the Democratic 
candidate, as the only way |of emphasizing 
their resentment for having a candidate put 
upon them whom they did not want. It is 
perhaps an exaggerated statement, that one 
of these bolters, when Mr. Judson chided him, 
replied that he would vote for no Conkling 
Senator, and received the response from Mr. 
Judson that ‘‘Conkling is a better man than 

our dead President Garfield ever dared to 

”’ Mr. Judson doesn’t know for whom the 
delegates from the Second District will vote 
after they have left Mr. Stari, about whose 
nomination he is not confident, 

With the other faction, who are what is 
known as Garfield Republicans, Mr. Starin is 
also a complimentary candidate, the real can- 
didate being Congressman Wadsworth. 
Among the more prominent of this class of 
men is Mr. Ritchie, editor of the Journal. 
He is quite as much disposed as Mr. Judson to 
take a gloomy view of Mr. Cornel! as a candi- 
date. He, too, thinks that for) some reason or 
other not clearly explainable Gov. Cor- 
nell has killed himself by  publishin 
the fact that Conkling and  Goul 
tried ineffectually to induce him to do a thing 
he should have been ashamed to do. Mr. 
Ritchie says Gov. Cornell is jot so distasteful 
that he would not be supporte(l if nominated, 
but he and the men who thiink as he does re- 
gard the candidacy of Mr. Wadsworth as fur- 
nishing the best means of uniting the factions.

that he was distressed to think what danger 
the Judiciary of the State would be in with a 
Governor who could be used next year to 
name the General Term. ‘‘ We have now an 
upright court—Davis, Brady, and Daniels. I 
think it beyond the breath of suspicion. Sup- 
pose Gould should succeed through the help of 
Conkling’s friends, and the Governor nomi- 
nated by’ them should name as a Judge of the 
General Term of the Supreme Court such men 
as Donohue, Potter.and Westbrook? Do you 
doubt for an instant what would be the result ? 
If you do, and think it could be anything but 
shameful, you have more faith in those men 
than I have.” 


NO GOULD-CONKLING CANDIDATE WANTED.’ 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Aug. 31.—The. conven- 
tion of the Second Assembly District, in which 
this city is situated, will meet to select dele- 
gates tothe Republican State Convention on 
the 14th of September. The convention in the 
First District will be beld about the same time. 
Dutchess County is entitled to five delegates 
from each of its two Assembly. districts. Dutch- 
ess invariably holds its . conventions late, 
generally within two,or three days of 
the date of the State Convention it- 
self, Some of the Republicans ex- 
press “ surprise that even six days 
are permitted to elapse between the State and 
the local conventions. "What the sentiment of 
the entire Dutchess delegation ought to be,if the 
sentiments of Republicans generally can be 
accepted as a guide, can be briefly indicat- 
ed, although the subject of politics has hardly 
begun to be generally discussed. The admin- 
istration of Gov. Cornell has given satisfac- 
tion tothe rank and file of the party and to 
the leaders, almost without exception. No- 
where is there encountered outspoken hos- 
tility toward him; _ still less, any- 
thing like the: organization of forces to 
thwart his ambitions in the coming conven- 
tion. On the contrary, it has been generally 
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conceded that his successful administration is | 


sufficient to entitle him to a renomination. It 
has been reported from time to time that be 
would be opposed by members of the National 
Guard if he ever came up for re-election.

People hereabouts know too much of the habits 
of the ermipved creature across the river and 
dislike ‘him toosincerely ever to permit his 
master and his master’s new man to acquire a 
foothold in Dutchess. 

The leader of the Republicans 1n this county 
is Judge B. Platt Carpenter, whose home is 
in this city. He is the Chairman of the 
State Committee. Judge Carpenter’s friends 
assert that in all probabilitv the delegates will 
be uninstructed and will go to the State Con- 
vention unpledged to any candidate for Goy- 
ernor, although, if Judge Carpenter himself 


wills it otherwise, his wishes are bound to be | 


respected. He is not, however, likely to fol- 
low any course that is counter to the well- 
known sentiment of the community in which 
he is so highly respected and so generally 
trusted. As Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, be is naturally in the direct 
line of promotion, and his friends desire him 
to do nothing that will injure his own pros- 
pects. If the delegates should not be Cornell 


delegates in name, the reason will probably be | 


found in the arguments advanced by leading 
members of the party that it would be unwise 
to handicap Mr. Carpenter by compelling him 
to lead a pledged delegation to Saratoga. 
Mr. Carpenter is friendly toward Gov. 
Cornell, and the latter’s supporters have 
no reason to suppose that there will be 
other than a continuance of the exist- 
ing relations between the two men. 
Mr. Carpenter is generally credited with being 
instrumental in securing the victory of last 
Fall, when even the most hopeful Republicans 
were in grave doubt as tothe success of the 
party. His friends expect to see him continued 
as the Chairman of the committee the coming 
year. His ambition in that event would cer- 
tainly be to surpass the record which he made 
in the last campaign. The only man who 
has assumed to _ dispute his leadership 
in this county has become a_ negative 
power in Republican politics. The party is 
practically united, and it recognizes the con- 
trolling influence of Mr. Carpenter. It is 
hardly possible that there will be any division 
of sentiment in the Dutchess delegation, and it 
is more than probable that it will look to him in 
every movement that it makes, for he will 
lead the list of members. It can thus be un- 
derstood why no instructions are likely to be 
given to such a delegation. 

The Rupublican Party of Dutchess is m 
good shape, and can engage in an aggressive 
campaign. The Democratic Party, on the 
other hand, is divided, if, indeed, not com- 
pletely demoralized. There have arisen 
differences of opinion between  As- 
semblyman John O’Brien and Senator 
Homer A. Nelson, the two most prominent 
Democrats in the county, and a decided cool- 
ness is the consequence. Although Mr. 
O’Brien resides in Rhinebeck, he claims to 
represent Poughkeepsie, which is in his dis- 
trict, quite as much as Senator Nelson, who 
makes this city his home. During the session 
of the corrupt Democratic Legislature last 
Winter, Senator Nelson assumed charge, 
doubtless with a view to the prestige which 
might be acquired, of all legislation relat- 
ing to emg He never consulted 
Assemblyman ’Brien, whose services 
were quite as valuable as his own in furthering 
the passage of bills, and the result was a 
jealousy which showed itself in various ways. 

r. O’Brien is the stronger of the two in the 
county, and unless the Senator recognizes this 
fact and makes due reparation for his neglect, 
his own Gubernatorial ambitions will suffer, 
for Senator Nelson has the bee in his bonnet, 
just as many other Democratic statesmen 
have whose names will never be heard more 
than» once in the Syracuse convention. Mr. 
O’Brien and his friends may consider it proper 
to cut his comb if any Nelson boom is started 
in their immediate vicinity. 

Republicanism has been on the increase in 
Dutchess, noticeably since the year that Mr. 
Tilden ran for the Presidency. Mr, Tilden’s 
vote was 9,102, against 9,501 for Mr. Hayes. 
From a majority of 399 the Republicans in- 
creased it to 899 the following year, when Mr. 
Beach was oppesed to their candidate for the 
Secretaryship of State, Mr. Churchill. They 

ave Secretary Carr a majority of 1,527 over 

r. Purcell two years later, and last year, 
wher he was again pitted egainst Mr. Purcell, 
they increased those figures to 2,858. which 
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also represent very nearly the majority of 
Gen. Garfield over Gen. Hancock. 

Mr. John H. Ketcham will again be a can- 
didate for Congress, and his renomination will 
be equivalent to re-election. ‘the Democrats 
are afraid of him, and although they wiil go 
through the formality of nominating a can- 
didate, 1f they can find one who will consent 
to stand, his defeat, with Mr. Ketcham in the 
field, isa foregone conclusion. Thus far the 
subject_has been regarded with indifference 
by the Democracy of Dutchess, Columbia, and 
Putnam, the three counties which comprise 
the Thirteenth Congressional District. Mr. 
Ketcham is in full accord with Mr. Carpenter 
in matters political, and their combined 
strength has generally been sufficient to secure 
the accomplishment of their desires. Mr. 
Ketcham has served seven terms in Congress. 
He was first elected in 1864, In 1866, 1868, and 
1870 his constituents returned him to his seat. 
In 1872 the Democrats found a man who was 
ready to dispute with him his claims to re- 
election. The canvass was the most memor- 
able of the many remarkable contests in this 
district. Money was poured out like water. 
The head-quarters of the Democracy was an 
old hotel in this city, now demolished, and 
the ‘“‘sinews of war’ were drawn from 
a closet in one of its back rooms. In 
its better days this closet had served 
as a clothes-press, so-called. It was about 
6 feet in height, 3 feet wide, and not quite 2 
feet in depth. On this occasion it was fitted 
up with shelves, and these were piled high 
with greenbacks, principally of the one and 
two dollar denominations. Something like 
$100,000 was contained in the closet, and on 
this pile the Democrats drew with a prodi- 
gality that was only equaled by the 
regularity of their drafts. The farmers 
brought iu their sons and hired men and voted 
them at so much per capita. The lust for lucre 
became contagious and the poorer classes were 
rapidly infected. The story is told of three 
darkies who mounted a fence near one of the 
polling places early on the morning of election 
day and there they sat. ‘‘ Here we is and 
here we be for $40,” was their chorus when 
invited to come down and vote the Demo- 
catic ticket for a paltry sum. It 
is believed that this was the onlv 
instance on that day when the Democrats neg- 
lected to buy votes at anyprice. The policy 
of delay was in this case successful. The col- 
ored gentlemen came down off the fence a few 
minutes before  poll-closing tor about $1 
apiece and voted the Democratic ticket. The

Mr. Ketcham was beaten, and the late John 
D. Whitehouse took his seat. Mr. Ketcbam 
made no attempt to secure the nomination two 
years later, but in 1876, 1878, and 1880 he was 
returned to Congress with little or no opposi- 
tion. 

Little attention wil! be paid to candidates 
for the Assembiy until the State Convention 
has completed its labors. In the First District 
of Dutchess, where it is admitted that the party 
is in even better ay 2 than in the Second, Mr. 
Alfred Bonney can have the nomination if he 
desires it. He served his first term in the 
Legislature last Winter, and although he 
took no active part in the debates on 
the floor of the House, he showed a 
proper appreciation of the nature of his duties 
and never neglected them, It is probable that 
in the Second District a Republican will be 
placed in the field who will contest Mr. O’Bri 
en’s claims quite as successfully as did Mr. 
James E. Dutcher when he ran against that 
gentleman.

* Port Sap, Aug. 31.—Arabi Pasha has 
asked for an eight days’ armistice. Gen. 
Wolseley refused, but offered an armistice for 
one day. Nothing, howeyer, will be done for 
several days, unless Arabi again forces an 
issue. A reconnoissance in the direction of 
Fort Ghemileh will be made to-day. It is, 
however, believed that the Egyptian garrison 
hes been withdrawn thence to Tel-el-Kebir. 

IsMAILIA, Aug. 31.—It is reported here on 
good authority that on Tuesday the Governor 
of Zagazig asked permission to cross the Brit- 
ish lines, and was taken under guard to Gen. 
Wolseley. He has since been in frequent 
communication with Sultan Pasha. The re- 
port adds that the Governor is authorized by 
Arabi Pasha to sue for an armistice as a pre- 
liminary toa surrender. Great importance is 
attached here to the Governor’s and Sultan 
Pasha’s visit. 1t should be remarked that, as 
they are sent by the Khédive, it seems impos- 
sible that they can promise anything on be- 
half of the foliowers of Arabi Pasha. 

The railway as far as Kassasin will be open 
to-morrow. The mutilations by the Egyptians 
of the British who fell into their hands at the 
battle of Kassasin have caused great indigna- 


tion inthe army. There are now about 300 
sick and wounded British troops in the hos- 
pital here. 

This morning Gen. Wilkinson, in command 
of tne Indian cavalry, reconducted a _recon- 
noissance on the right, and Col, Tulloch 
on the left. They got within sight 
of Arabi’s lines, his pickets falling back, and 
sketches were made of his position, which was 
not considered to be so strong as had been ex- 
pected.

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A GUARD AGAINST SMALL-POX. 

THE IMMIGRANT INSPECTION SERVICE FOUND 
TO BE MOST EFFICENT. 

Cuaicaco, Aug. 31.—During August 24 
new cases of small-pox have been reported to 
the Health office in Chicago, 5 of which have 
proved fatal. There are now only 5 known 
cases in the city, 3 at the pest-house and 2 
at their homes. The immigrant inspection 
and vaccination on board the cars en route to 
the city is still continued aud gives unbounded 
satisfaction to the health authorities. Dr. 
Rauch, Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
has been investigating this week to see 
in what way, if any, the expenses 
of tbe service can be reduced. He says 
the only safety for Chicago and the entire 
North-west consists in a thorough and sys- 
tematic immigrant protection, Good work is 
now being done in this direction by some of 
the steam-ship companies, but still the train 
inspection is indispensable. {t is still being 
paid for by the National Board of Health out 
of the $50,000 appropriated by Congress for 
their use. When this is gone, or when the 
National Board decides not to spend any more 
money for immigrant inspection, either the 
State of [Illinois or the city of Chicago will 
have to take up the work, and so furnish pro- 
tection for the entire North-west or be them- 
selves constantly menaced by small-pox. Dr. 
Rauch is confident that since the inspection 
was begun no new small-pox has been brought 
to Chicago by immigrants, unless possibly in

THE CROPS WEST AND SOUTH. 
— >—--—- 
A CONTINUANCE OF THE FAVORABLE RE- 
PORTS FROM BOTH SECTIONS, 

Sr. Pau, Aug. 31.—Beyond the delay oc- 
casioned in getting the grain housed and stacked 
the recent rains have not affected the labors of 
the farmer. The extremely hot weather of the 
past fortnight, which prevailed throughout the en- 
tire North-west, has been succeeded by comfort- 
ably cool weather through an equally extended 
area of territory. The various reports are still en- 
couraging from all points. Cutting is about com- 
pleted, stacking and thrashing occupying the time 
and attention of the harvest hands. Considera- 
ble wheat is being marketed and is found 
to be averaging well. Some sections will 
produce a good deal of No. 2 but the 
aggregate amount of this grade is far below that 
of last year, while the amount of No. 1 is corre- 
spondingly large. The growers of small grain can 
continue to congratulate themselves upon the 
bonanza awarded to each and every one of them. 
The corn made great progress during the recent 
hot weather, and, while this cool wave is not a 


| good thing for the crop,a respite from the actual 


scorching cannot be injurious to any great extent. 
With an ordinary Autumn, the North-west will be 
long on corn. Potatoes and other roots are coming 
along and will be plentiful. 


Sr. Louis, Aug. 31.—Reports of the crops 
in Texas are that corn is late, and will yield from 
80 to 45 bushels per acre. Cotton is promising, but 
is 25 days late. The first crop of matured bolls are 
very irregular. Some stalks are bending with their 
weight of bolls, while others have scarcely any on 
them. Thetopcropis now fruiting and forming 
finely. The rains have ceased, and the thermometer 
is up in the nineties, and, with a dry September and 
October, the promise is far more than an average 
yield. Owing to the lateness of the crop, picking 
has not commenced generally yet, and should no 
disaster happen the present force would hardly be 
able to gather the crop in time, unless the picking 
season should be unusually fine. 


PETERSBURG, Va., Aug. 31.—Letters have 
been received by a merchant of this city from 
prominent farmers of North Carolina which say 
that the cotton, tobacco, and corn crops through- 
out that State, as faras heard from, are growing 
finely, and the present indications are that the 
yield will be much larger than at first expected. 
Cotton is later than last year by afew weeks, 
though the quality will be generally much better. 
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ITRON-WORKERS IN A PREDICAMENT. 

PiTTtsBURG, Aug. 31.—In support of the as- 
sertion made a few days ago that there would be a 
change inthe iron situation soon comes the an- 
nouncement to-night that four large mills, em- 
ploying more than 1,000 men, will resume 
work on Monday next. The establishments in 
question are the Fort Pitts and Millvale Iron- 
works, operated by Graff, Bennett & Co., Spang, 
Chalfant & Co., Etna Iron-works, and Wilson, 
& Co.’s mill. The managers give out that they 


will not sign the scale, will pay only 
$5 50 for poenaee, avd will not recog- 
nize the mill committees of the Amalgamated 
Association. One lodge of the Amalgamated 
Association, whose members are mostly employed 
at Wilson, Walker & Co.’s mills, gave notice to the 
several! officers late to-night that permission must 
be given them to resume work, or they 
would withdraw from the association. In 
the face of this comes a demand from the 
puddlers of Chenango and Mahoning Val- 
ley on the Amalgamated Association to 
help them out of their predicament, and that, as 
the strike was organized in this city, the Pitts- 
burgers should heal the differences. Tbese 
announcements are made too late to ascer- 
tain what effect they will have on the strikers, but 
it is predicted that they will create consternation 
among the members of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion.

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THE CALIFORNIA REPUBLICANS. 

A PLATFORM FAVORING A SUNDAY LAW AND 
DEALING WITH OTHER QUESTIONS. 

SacrRaMENTO, Aug. 31.—The Republican 
State Convention reassembled at 10 o’clock 
this morning. The Committee on Permanent 
Organization submitted their report, which 
was adopted, with an amendment giving 
the State Central Committee the right to 
select the Executive Committee instead of 
the Chair. Ex-Senator Booth was elected per- 
manent President. Tho report of the Commit- 
tee on Platform was read. One plank of the plat- 


form favoring a Sunday law was received with 
prolonged applause; also, another plank on 
the railroad and monopoly questions. The 
convention took a recess until 3 P. M. 

The platform reaffirms the platform of the 
Chicags Convention in 1880: refers to the 
financial record of the party; demands that 
the present or a_ similar Sunday law 
be enforced providing for the suspension 
of all unnecessary labor on Sunday, without 
seeking to dictate otherwise how the day shall 
be spent, simply claiming it as a day 
of rest and recreation, and declares that rail- 
roads are for public use, and should be 
under Government control, and that dis- 
crimination against persons and places 
should be prohibited; it further says 
that charges for transportation should 
be based on the cost, running 
expenses, and repairs,. with a reasonable 
rate of interest on the actual value 
of the roads, which shall bear’ the 
same proportion to the assessed value 
as other property does, and that railroad 
Commissioners should be pledged to carry out 
this principle; it condemns the railroad 
contract system, and pledges the ty 
to break it up {to the extent, if ne- 
cessary, of making it a public offense; 
asks for Congressional legislation in regard to 
inter-State traffic ; opposes further subsidies to 
railroads; demands the restoration to the pub- 
lic domain of forfeited land grants; insists 
that corporations should be compeiled to pay 
their just dues in ful’, without rebate or com- 
promise; declares that the natural highways 
should be kept at the highest efficiency, and 
that joint action should be allowed agaiast 
persons or corporations threatening or 
committing nuisances by injuring water- 
courses and adjacent lands; congratulates 
the people on the settlement of the Chinese 
immigration question by the passage of the 
restriction bill, and declares in favor of civil 
service reform and economy of administra- 
tion. 

On reassembling this afternoon the conven- 
tion adopted a resolution offered in addition 
to those embodied in the platform declaring 
in favor of the public school system 
and of submitting to the Legislature a 
proposition that the State print school-books 
and furnish them to children at cost. The 
convention then proceeded to consider the 
planks of the platform seriatim.

A FROG S!(DIGESTIVE POWERS. 
From the Norwich (Conn.) Bulletin. 

The Whaley Brothers; recently placed in 
their aquarium a large edible frog as a curiosity. 
That the monster might not be lonesome among 
the golden carp and little turtles, a small frog was‘ 
placed in the tank to keep him company. The se- 
quel proved not only that no.love is lost among 
frogs, but also that a frog’s stomach for digestive 


power is about equal to that of an: ostrich, which 
distills fat and a royal plumage from a diet of rusty 
mails. One fine night the frog kept as a companion 
disappeared and then the turtles began to be 
missed. Five were sold from 15 in the tank, but 
the stock of turtles steadily dwindled until only 
five remained. The turtles’ shells measured on the 
average about 2 by 244 linches. Asthe turtles dis- 
appeared the frog increased his rotundity, and his 
aldermanic proportions at last excited suspi- 
cion that the batrachian was swallowing his 
neighbors. A conference’ was held and it 
was decided that the frog should be opened for the 
good of the community in which he dwelt. The 
frog sat innocently blinking, but moved for no 
stay of proceedings while the knife was being 
whetted for his dissection. He died without even 
squealing, and when his stomach was explored one 
turtle was found, as lively as Jonah in the whale, 
waiting for something to turn up. He bad spenta 
ight in solitary confineroent, and was well drugged. 
here were remnants of several turtles in the 
frog’s stomach, which showed that he was not 
rongfully executed. The one saved had been 
ng enough in the frog for the digestive acids to 
work upon his shell, which was soft and sloughing 
pff along the edges. H@ was replaced in the tank, 
and now is known as the “Jonah” of thelot. He

OUT OF LONDON AND BACK 


feelers a 
CROWDS.IN COUNTRY PLACES.AND 
GRAVE PUBLIC QUESTIONS. 
‘FISHING OFF THE NORTH-EAST COAST— 

TOADY TALK ABOUT THE PRINCE OF 
WALES — UNPUBLISHED THINGS BY 
THACKERAY TO BE PRINTED AUTHORI- 
TATIVELY—BLOODY DEEDS IN IRELAND. 
Lonpon, Aug. 19.—-The season is dead; 
the last man has left both city and suburb; 
from a social, literary, and artistic point of 
view London is a howling wilderness, Not 
that the streets are empty; on the contrary, 
a crowd from the provinces has taken posses- 
sion of them, and one notices among the holi- 
day throng many Americans homeward bound 
from Continental tours. A spell of fine weather 
has increased the general exodus, and at the 
same time augmented the arrivals of sight- 
seers, So great just now is the demand for 
lodgings at all: the sea-side places that many 
curious stories are told of the sort of accom- 
modation tourists are content with. Margate 
and Ramsgate are great and important cities by 
the sea. On the recent bank holiday the num- 
ber of visitors seeking for beds from Saturday 
to Monday was so great that the aid of the 
governing authorities had to be invoked, and 
beds were made up on the floor of the Town 
Hall or local Senate-house. During the week 
I have made a short sojourn on the north and 
north-east coast of England. En route both 
ways I found the railway depots and platforms 
choked with traffic. Settling down for a fow 
days at Whitby, 250 miles from London, I 
came upon a practical illustration of the social 
dearth of London at this season of the year, 
Among the temporary residents I met Mr. Du 
Maurier and his family, newspaper correspond- 
ents, several well-known London painters, Mr. 
Henry Irving, and Mr. J. L. Toole. Similarly 
Scarborough and the other adjacent watering- 
places count up their men “of light and lead- 
ing,’ who are generally to be found in the 
metropolis. Mr. Du Maurier had pleasantly 
utilized his visit to Whitby by some very ad- 
mirable local studies of character, one of which 
appears in this week’s Punch under the title 
of ‘‘At the Fountain Head.’’ It represents a 
certain: imaginary Mrs, Mildmay pursuing 
her economical vocation as a careful house- 
keeper on the Whitby quay, where each day’s 
haul of fish is sold by auction. Mrs, Mild- 


may, as the result of one single nod at 
the auctioneer, discovers that she has 
purchased sufficient fish to supply an 
entire community for half a crown. 
The work is one of those careful transcriptions 
of real life which have made Mr. Du Maurier’s 
pencil famous. On my arrival at Whitby the 
fishermen of the locality were full of com- 
plaints in regard to the unsatisfactory char- 
acter, so far, of the harvest of the sea. The 
next day, however, they struck the expected 
sheals of herring, and during the week I notice 
that the local and commercial papers have 
contained exciting accounts of the enormous 
take of fish all along the coast. When I left 
Whitby the entire fisaing population was liter- 
ally steeped to its lips in herrings; every cask 
and every available cart were brought into 
requisition, as the fleet of boats poured itm 
every morning loaded to the gunwale with 
fish. Special trains were freighted to 
London withthe catch, and the fisher- 
men were depositing their gold in 
the Post Office Savings Bank as I passed on 
my way to the express train fortown. Mr. 
Irving was reading, when I called upon him, a 
copy of Tae New-York TIMEs containing the 
reporter’s interview with Mr. Abbey. Noting 
the great stress which was laid upon the 
mounting and scenery of the pieces to be pro- 
ducedin America, he remarked that the chief 
successes at the Lyceum were made befere 
what may be called the era of lavish expendi- 
ture in staging pieces. Mr. Bateman was al- 
most parsimonious in his production of ‘* The 
Bells,’”” ‘The Lyons Mail,” ‘‘ Richelieu,” 
** Hamilet,’’ ‘‘ Eugene Aram,” and ‘‘ Charles I.” 
The triumphs jachieved in these pieces were 
chiefly the personal achievements of the lead- 
ingactor. It is in these latter days that so 
much has been done in the way of art 
decoration, and notably in ‘* The Cup,” 
.** Tolanthe,” ** The Corsican Brothers,” ‘* The 
Merchant of Venice,” and ‘Romeo and Ju- 
liet.”” Sims Reeves, the famous English tenor, 
is making a farewell tour throughout England, 
Possibly thinking that two or three days’ rest 
is quite sufficient for a person of Mr. Irving’s 
physique, he invited that gentleman to give 
three recitations at a local ballad concert. 
Ever ready to assist a brother artist, Mr. 
Irving drove over from Whitby to Scarborough 
last night, accompanied by his friend, Mr. 
Toole, and appeared upon Mr. Reeves’s plat- 
‘form, giving three recitations to an enthusias- 
tic and fashionable ardience. The auiet citi- 
zens of York, worshiping in their cathedral 
to-morrow afternoon, will possibly not notice 
in their midst the two famous London artists. 
Mr. Irving and Mr. Toole had arranged to 
spend Sunday in York and attend the local 
service. At this time of year you may expect 
to meet famous Londoners everywhere except 
in their own city. 
, The expected advance of the British army 
against Arabi's stronghold and the sentence 
of imprisonment upon Mr. Gray for contempt 
of court are the leading topics of the moment; 
but they appear to be discussed with a more 
or less languid interest. Whitby, Scarbor- 
ough, York, Darlington, and Peterborough I 
found to be much more interested in the bags 
of grouse made by an August sportsman, the 
sudden prosperity of the adjacent fisheries, 
and the equally sudden collapse of the pros- 
pect of a reasonably good harvest of wheat. 
The return of Summer weather, which was 
expected to do so much for the crops, has been 
followed by fresh down-falls of rain, 
with generally disastrous’ results. At 
a leading hotel in York I found a 
little company of travelers making 
merry-over an extraordinary editorial in the 
Times’ of Aug. 15, in which the country is 
felicitated upon the possession of so great and 
good a Royal Highness as the Prince of Wales, 
congratulating that first gentleman of the day 
upon the successful toils and grave tasks which 
he has performed with so much benefit to the 
land during the season just closed. The occa- 
sion of the article is the proposed visit of the 
Prince to a German watering-place, where he 
has been ordered by his medical attendant to 
drink the waters. The tribute to his Royal 
Highness’s business qualifications and his many 
serious duties is conceived in a spirit of snob- 
bish toadyism rarely excelled even in the days 
.of Mr. Jenkins, of the Morning Fost, Nothing 
more fulsome has ever appeared in connection 
with the heir apparent, not even in the columns 
of the Daily Telegraph, a journal which has 
the special gift of warmth of diction. There 
is, mevertheless, aswing anda go in the style 
of the Telegraph which redeems what is occa- 
sionally called ‘‘gush;’’ but the editorial in 
the Times isa palpable and labored effort to 
claim for the Prince of Wales a devotion to 
art and charity which‘ only excites amuse- 
ment, if not derision, Bathos may be said to 
be literally idealized in the following grandil- 
oquent review of his Royal Highness’s official 
labors during the past four months: “In the 
advancement of every sort of charitable ob- 
ject and in the encouragement of every kind 
of national pursuit. He has attended Volun- 
teer field-days and camps. He has pleaded the 
causes of hospitals. He has distributed 
prizes to: school-boys and run the gantlet 
of their admiring eriticism. He has harangued 
painters upon art and Mayors upon municipal 
nstitutions. He has bought and sold at char- 
itable bazaars. He has opened parks and col- 
leges and unveiled statues of public bene- 
fuctors. He has talked to farmers upon bul- 
locks and to Freemasons on theircraft. A 
finished actor could not be in more exact keep- 
ing with his personality of the hour than 1s 
this royal advocate of the obligations of citi- 
zen soldiership, the claims of art, the pathos of 
sickness and avement, the — of high- 
bred cattle, the benefits of cheap post- 
age, . the historic glories of corporate 
gold , chains, the inscrutable destinies of 
the Metropolitan Board, the education- 
al necessities of masons, cloth-weavers, 
and violinists, with:one and all the various 
texts upon which he amiably and sympatheti- 
cally urses.’”’? These sentences were being 
read aloud over wine and walnuts at this an- 
cient York hotel. They sounded far more 
omapous even than they read, and to all who 
coer intimately the life of the Prince of Wales 
ed for, and I suspect no one will laugh 
more heartily over the Jimes of Aug. 15 than 
the Prince himself, for he is as frank and 
genial about affairs as he is open and above- 
board in regard to his amusements. The 
closing ph of this Times article 
Ww recei with a burst of more 
than usual hilarity, and treated generall 
asacenundrum, lt certainly is a remarkable 


po Ay as less ludicrous than they are un- 
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conclusion to a very remarkable editorial: 
‘*The Prince of Wales needs a holiday, though 
he may not be aware that he wantsit. That 
he has submitted to take it at the instance of 
medical wisdom, which considers mental as 
well as physical circumstances, is a fresh argu- 
ment of his royal:good sense. If he is directed 
to temper his vacation with a course of min- 
eral waters, he may be sure that his system is 
condemned to imbibe no more salts and car- 
bonates and alkalies than will constitute the 
minimum qualification for a moderate respite 
from the tyranny of social observances.” 

Some curious as well as interesting announce- 
ments are made this week, preliminary to the 
forthcoming publishing season. Messrs. J. & 
R, Maxwell (the publishers of Miss Braddon) 
lately surprised the public by an effort to 
‘* popularize” Sir Walter Scott. Quite in keep- 
ing with that enterprise is the announcement 
ofa so-called series of ‘‘new novels,’’ found- 
ed upon Lord Lytton’s dramas, including ‘‘ The 
Lady of Lyons,” ‘Cardinat Richelieu,” 
and ‘*Money.” The pare have been partly 
rewritten and recast in the shape of stories, 
and they are followed by intimation of other 
companion works, such as ‘*The Happy Man,” 
by Samuel Lover, and ‘‘ The Fool’s Revenge,” 
by om Taylor. Without discussing the mo- 
rality of these enterprises, they are at all 
events exceptionally smart, giving, as they 
appear to do, to the Messrs. Maxwell a list of 
great authors who never wrote a line for them 
and never intended their dramas to be cen- 
verted into novels. A house of an entirely 
different standing, Messrs, Smith, Elder & 
Co., well known as the publishers of the 
Bronté’s and Thackeray, make a singular 
declaration: “lt is not generally known,” 
they state, ‘‘ that many of the writings of the 
late Mr. Thackeray have not yet been pub- 
lished in the various editions which have 
been printed of his collected works, Messrs. 
Smith, Elder & Co., the owners of the 
copyrights, having considered such articles— 
written for the most part in an ephemeral 
style, or on topics of the moment—to be un- 
suitable for publication in a permanent form. 
In consequence, however, of an announcement 
in the public papers that a certain Mr. R. H. 
Shepherd has in preparation ‘The Life, Let- 
ters, and Uncollected Writings in Prose and 
Verse of William Makepeace Thackeray,’ 
Messrs. Smith, Elder & Co. have resolved to 
publish the writings in their possession which 
have not yet been reprinted, with such edi- 
torial supervision as may be deemed desirable. 
These additional articles will be printed 
in a uniform size with each edition of 
Mr. Thackeray’s works, including the Edi- 
tion de Luxe.’”? How far these two wrongs 
may be considered to establish a 
right must be ieft to the critics, who will in 
due course have the opportunity of discussing 
ephemeral matter which Smith & Elder re- 
garded as altogether unsuitable for publica- 
tion in a permanent form until Mr. Shep- 
herd announced his intention of publishing a 
collection of equally unsatisfactory work. 
Among the books of theseason much interest 
has been excited by the announcement of Mr. 
Julian Hawthorne’s discovery of a complete 
unpublished novel by his father. The impres- 
sion, however, in literary circles seems to 
be that Mrs. Lathrop’s declaration some- 
what discounts the statement of her 
brether. But Mr. Julian Hawthorne 
has many literary friends on this side of the 
Atlantic, and who inclinee to look forward 
without cavil to the literary sensation which 
he promises us. Notwithstanding the some- 
what severe criticism which his previous work 
has raised, the Chevalier Ernst von Hesse 
Wartegg has written for publication ‘‘ The 
New South-west: Traveling Sketches from 
Kansas, New-Mexico, Arizona, and Northern 
Mexico.’”’ Weare also’promised ‘''l’o the Gold 
Coast for Gold; or, Vingt Ans Aprés: a Per- 
sonal Narrative,’ by Capt. Richard Burton 
and Commander Cameron; ‘“ Social Life in 
the Reign of Queen Anne,’’ by John Ashton; 
** Apout Yorkshire,’’? by Mrs. Katharine S. 
Macquoid; ‘A Dictionary of the Drama,’”’ by 
W. Davenport Adams; ‘**The Hebrid Isles,” 
by Robert Buchanan; “Science in Short 
Chapters,’”? by W. M. Williams; ‘Twenty 
Years of a Publisher’s Life,” by Alexander 
Strahan; ‘‘Kept in the Dark,” by Anthony 
Trollope; ‘* Dust,’ by Julian Hawthorne; ** All 
Sorts and Conditions of Men,’ by Walter Be- 
sant and James Rice; ‘*Spinoza: Essays by 
Profs. Land, Van Kloten, and Cosmo Fisher, 
translated from the Dutch and the German ,’’ 
‘‘Grammar of the Homeric Dialect,” from the 
Clarendon Press; ‘‘ Journalistic London,’’ by 
Joseph Hatton; “The British Navy, its 
Strength, Resources, and Administration,” by 
Sir Thomas Brassey; Randolph Caldecott’s 
‘*Graphic” pictures, andia number of new 
novels and’works of current history and travel. 

Combinations are the order of the day. The 
latest is a rather remarkable one. Mr, Michael 
Gunn is the proprietor of tke Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, and the partner of Mr. D’Oyly Carte 
in the Savoy Theatre, London. These two 
gentlemen have amalgamated with Mr. John 
Hollingshead, of the Gaiety Theatre, and 
Capt. Bainbridge, who has an interest in the 
leading Manchester theatre. The result is to 
jlace the Savoy and the Gaiety Theatres of 
Fenton, the Dublin theatre, and the two 
great Manchester houses under one manage- 
ment. Other co-operation is expected, includ- 
ing that of a New-York house. The re- 
sult, when complete, will cover very 
wide and important grounds. The Man- 
chester people, however, have the reputa- 
tion of hating monopolies, and, although these 
partnership arrangements will probably im- 
prove the entertainments at the two Manches- 
ter theatres, the idea is unpopular in the north- 
ern city. When Mr. Calvert was alive and in 
power, a suggestion was made fer combining 
the management of the two houses, but it was 
scouted as soon as it took public shape, and con- 
sequently dropped. A new theatre is likely 
now to be the result, giving to Cottonopolis 
three theatres equal to the best of London 
houses. A Board of Directors has been formed 
to exploit and conduct a new theatre which is 
being built near the Holborn viaduct. Mr. 
Millais, R. A., and Mr. Albery are on the 
board. This is the first time Mr. Mil- 
lais has been known to show anything 
like an active interest in theatricals, and his 
brother artists are full of surprise at this new 
departure. The theatre is to be called the 
Novelty, and it is boldly stated in the prospect- 
us that by the time it is opened several rival 
houses will be closed by order of the Lord 
Chamberlain. Another point intended to at- 
tract investors is put forward in the prospect- 
us, that the new theatre will eventually have 
to be taken over by the Metropolitan Railway 
Company, who are seeking powers to extend 
their lines in that direction. This is a clever 
adaptation of a similar situation on the 
Thames Embankment, where the Avenue 
Theatre is no sooner built and prosperous 
than it is annexed by an adjacent railway com- 
pany which will have to pay very heavy com- 
pensation for the privilege of pulling it down. 
The Novelty Company is, therefore, prepared 
for either fortune; if successful, it promises a 
large percentage to the shareholders as the 
result of its excellent management; .in case of 
failure, it will pay good dividends through 
the compensation fund which will come from 
tha railway company. Other features of in- 
terest, however, are put forward, more par- 
ticularly the intention of the management to 
read and consider all new plays that are sub- 
mitted to it, and to make such arrangements 
as shallentirely minimize the dangers from fire. 
The theatre will open in due time, and with 
two pieces by unknown authors, except that 
one of them, Mr. John Baker Hopkins, is 
retty woll known as an industrious journal- 
st and writer of short stories and articles for 
magazines, 


The news from Ireland this morning once 
more takes one away from the contemplation 
of holiday scenes and general gossip. If 
Judge Lawson had wanted some stringent 
illustration of the absolute necessity for a 
severe assertion of the protective power 
of the law in the interest of those who are ad- 
ministering it, he could not have more 
** bloody warrant” for action than the latest 
massacre that stains the pages of Irish his- 
tory. The fight in Ireland is a contest be- 
tween civilization and barbarism, between 
order and brutality, and it must be confessed 
that the army of cowardly assassins is getting 
the best of the campaign. Despite all the 
‘* resources of civilization’? at the command 
of the authorities murderers go undetected, 
and when captured, too often escape. On 
Thursday, (and the news only reached Lon- 
don last night,) under the cover of darkness 
a party of men broke into the heme of a 
farmer named John Joyce, at Maantrasua 
Finney, a lonely but picturesque spot on the 
confines of Galway and Mayo, close to an 
estuary of Lough Mask, where some six 
months ago the murdered corpses of Lord 
Ardilaun’s bailiff and his son were discovered. 
This terrible assassination, which ai the time 
created great excitement, has long since been 
forgotten amid the competition of other out- 
rages. The perpetrators of it were never dis- 
covered. For a long time the bodies 
could not be found, and it is suspected 
that John Joyce had been under a 
ban for having given such information 
as led to the finding and the decent interment 
of the bodies. For this crime (and this only 
it is believed) he and his wife, mother, and 
daughter were shot dead on Thursday night, 
and his two sons were so severely wounded 
that they are not expected to live. The 
evident intention was to slaughter the entire 
family. Allthe leading newspapers of Eng- 
land this morning contain editorials full of in- 


dignant denunciation of the savages who have 
done this deed, coupled with urgent demaads 
that the Government shall exercise to the let- 
ter the full coercive powers which it possesses 
under the Grimes act.

pie oe a Although these fire-works, which 
consist of certain highly curious and _ inter- 
esting smoke effects, are seen to best advantage 
on bright, sunny days, the crowds that witnesse 
the exhibition yesterday manifested by unstinted 
applause their appreciation of the display. The 
evening concert began at 7 o’clock with 
an overture from “William Tell.” The first 
part closed with the rendition of 
tional anthem, “Columbia,” by Miss Emily 
Spader, with chorus,. military band, drum- 
corps, and artillery accompaniment. The guns 
were fired with admirable effect. Part I, of the 
concert was succeeded by a pyrotechnic display 
on both sea and land..The acquatic exhibition con- 
sisted of a large number of magnesium lights 
laced on floats, forming a line about 1,000 yards 
ong. These lights constantly changed 
color, forming prismatic hues, and at 
times representing geysers, out of which arose 
fiery dolphins and other objects. The display ter- 
minated with the blowing up of an old 
hulk, which had been primed with 
100 pounds of gunpowder. The explosion 
made a terrific uproar and elicited numerous 
shrieks from the female occupants of hotel plazas 
and balconies. ‘The chief feature of the very 
eomprehensive pyrotechnic displa on land 
was a rocket which in mid-air broke 
into a fiery wreath forming the name “ Gil- 
more,”’ The programme closed with ** The Star 
Spangled Banner,” sung by Miss Emily 
Spader, with an_ artillery accompaniment. 
The song was loudly applauded. As Mr. 
Gilmore left the orchestra stand, he was surround- 
ed by anumber of young men, who gave him three 
cheers and a “‘ti-ger.””

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEW 
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ON ’CHANGE AT CHICAGO. 
THE GBAIN MARKET LOWER AND WEAKER 
—CROP SPECULATIONS. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 31.—It was generally under- 
stood that the grain and provision deliveries were 
free and prompt to-day, the only exception to the 
rule being a few instances of defaulting in small 
wheat contracts. For overplus lard delivered on 
September contracts the settlement price has been 
fixed ‘at $12 30. The leading produce markets 
were lower to-day, with a good deal of business 
doing. There was a good deal of excitement in 
oats and corn, both in the direction of weakness. 
Corn was raided by big selling orders on ac- 
count of persons in a south-west direction 
from Chicago, who are apparently impressed 
with the belief that the growing corn crop will be 
too large to warrant present prices. They sold 
mostly the longer futures. Oats were very weak 
for August delivery, which slightly depressed the 
deferred features. Wheat fell off in sympathy 


with these, though it was relatively steady, there 
being a fair demand for the spot offerings to fill Au- 
gust shorts. Rye was unchanged, and barley 
stronger. Provisions were a little lower, with a 
good deal doing in’changes from one month to 
another, and not much otherwise. Regu- 
lar wheat was quiet on futures, at a 
lower range. :The market declined % to 
cont, but closed 34 cent below the latest prices of 

ednesday. London reported a decline of 6d. 
owe quarter, and our receipts were larger, with 
ight shipments. There was little shipping demand, 
and it was supposed that the August shorts were 
about all filled up, while the weakness in corn and 
oats was an argument in favor of low prices for 
wheat. The market sagged off slowly, and re- 
covered later under a better demand for cash lots 
to cover August shorts. Spring wheat was ac- 
tive and unsettled. The receipts were rather 
large, and apparently some _ dealers had 
held over lots which they expected to be able to 
sell at a good profit on a squeeze at the close of 
the month, but the squeeze came the other way, 
the market going Gown 24% to 3 cents under the 
competition between sellers. A few shorts stood 
by and enjoyed the fun, but walked in almost at 
the last moment and put up the price 24% cents 
from the bottom. 

Corn was active and weak, declining about 1 cent 
from the latest prices of Wednesday. The British 
markets were called steady—steady, though quiet 
—and New-York was firm early, but our receipts 
were somewhat larger, with relatively light ship- 
ments, and a large number of people in the South- 
west got the selling fever, owing to reports of im- 
proved crop prospeets. It was said that even the 
worst croakers now believe that the corn crop of 
1882 will be nearly, if not quite, equal to that of 
1880. They now think that the country south of 
what has hitherto been regarded as the great corn 
belt will make full amends for a little falling off in 
some areas further north. The men who 
take this view, say that there will be heaps of new 
corn fit to grade in November, and they sold very 
freely for that and subsequent deliveries, with 
some for the nearer months. It was estimated 
that nearly 10,000,000 bushels have been sold here 
this week on St. Louis account alone, about half of 
which was disposed of yesterday. The result was 
a relative weakening in the long futures, 
as there are still some doubts about 
old corn running scarce within the next two 
months. There was a fair shipping demand to- 
day, but a reduced premium over September.

THE RECORD OF CRIME. 
SUPPOSED MURDER IN NEW-HAVEN—OTHER 
DEEDS OF VIOLENCE. 

New-Haven, Aug. 31.—This forenoon the 
body of an unknown man, about 25 years of age, 
attired in asailor’s suit, was found floatingin New- 
Haven harbor off the light-house. It was at first 
thought to be a case of accidental drowning or 
suicide; but from an autopsy made this afternoon, 
the physicians are of the opinion that the dead 
man was a victim of foul play. The body had eyi- 
dently been in the water two or three weeks and 
was badly bruised. About three weeks ago a des- 
perate fight occurred at Light-house Grove, and it 
is known that one man, who answers to the de- 
scription of the body, was carried away in an in- 
sensible condition. The Police think a murder has 
been committed, and late this afternoon they ob- 
tained a warrant for the arrest of Edward Shan- 
non, who is said to have been engaged in the 
fight. Nothing was found about the man’s clothes 
to establish his identity. 

WoRCESTER, Mass., Aug. 31.—Joseph W. 
Warren, of Boston, was held in $3,000 bail to-day 
to appear at the Superior Court on two charges of 
forgery and one of larceny. Heis well connected 
in Boston, and bad his checks cashed through his 
acquaintance with Harvard men. 

PETERSBURG, Va., Aug. 31.—Isaac Booth, 
who murdered his child in Brunswick County, was 
arraigned for trial at this term of the county 
court, but because of the absence of an important 
witness for the Commonwealth the case will be 
continued to the next term of the court. The mur- 
der was a most atrocious one, the child having 
been brained by an axe in the hands of its father. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 31.—A special dispatch to 
the 7imes-Star from Pine Bluff, Ark., says: “It is 
rumored that Col. W. D. Waite has been murdered 
in New-Mexico. He was a prominent stock-dealer 
and wrote from Texas to a friend here that he was 
going to New-Mexicoto buy alarge flock of sheep.”’ 

CuicaGo, Aug, 3l.—James Ryan, alias 
Snidenham, who was arrested for issuing counter- 
feit dollars and half-dollars in Kansas City, was 
sent, under $1,200 bail, to jail this afternoon. He 
consented to return to Kansas City without papers 
of transfer. 

Syracuse, Aug. 31.—During an altercation 
at Cigarville, yesterday afternoen, John Walter, a 
farmer, shot and killed Henry Mork, a cigar-maker. 
Walter was arrested. 

Port Jervis, Aug. 31.—The Coroner’s jury 
in the ease of Manderville, who was shot near this 
village on the 20th inst., to-day finished their labors 
and returned a verdict that deceased came to his 
death by a pistol-shot, probably at the hands of 
Philip B. Elting. Elting, who is a wealthy farmer, 
1s in custody, and it was on bis land that Mander- 
ville was shot while picking an apple from the 
ground under anapple tree. The prisoner has shot 
at numerous other persons, a fact which was 
brought out on the inquest.

READING’S»GRHAT MORTGAGE. 
THE RAILROAD AND'COAL COMPANIES’ MORT- 
GAGE FoR $160,000,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31.—The largest mort- 
gage ever executed in this State was filed in the 
Recorder’s office here to-day. Itis for $160,000,- 
000, and is made by the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company and Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company to the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany for insurances on lives and granting annui- 
ties as Trustee to secure the new 5 per cent. con- 
solidated mortgage bonds which Mr. Gowen is now 
trying to place in Europe. The document fills 
nearly 300 pages printed matter, (quarto size,) 
and the mortgage covers all the lines, 
real estate and leaseholders’ property, of 
the railroad company included in the income 
mortgage of Dec. 1, 1876,as well as the leaseholi 
estates of the North Pennsylvania and Bound 
Brook lines and the lands of the Philadelphia and 


Reading Coal and Iron Company, and as the lines 
run and the lands lie in so many different locali- 
ties, it will have tobe recorded in 23 counties of 
Pepnsylvania, New-York, and Virginia—that in 
New-York being Putnam County, where the com- 
pany hasa tract of iron ore land. The.date 
of execution of the mortgage is Aug. 26, 1882. 
A summary statement of all: the Reading Com- 
pany’s property was made in the annual report for 
1880, and as it has not changed materially since 
then it may be worth examination, ,as showing 
how much property a mortgage for $160,000,000 
will cover. The main line of the road from its 
southern terminus at Willow-street wharf, Phila- 
delphia, to its northern terminus at Mount Carbon, 
one mile from Pottsville, Penn., 98 4-10 miles of 
double track and the eight branch lines owned 
by it, with their sidings and turnouts, amount to 
791 miles of single track, and are valued in round 
numbers at $31,500,000. The other real estate be- 
longing to the railroad company is valued at $14,- 
500,000; the rolling stock at $11,500,000; the 13 
steam colliers and five other vessels, with their 
equipments, &c., at $6.000,000; stocks and bonds on 
hand and eurrent debts due Oct. 31, 1880, $11,000,- 
000; leases of 494 miles of railroad equal to 883 miles 
of single track, $7,500,000; coal lands of the Coal 
and Iron Company, 160,566 acres, or 251 square 
miles, $75,600,000; other real estate of the same 
company, $2,200,000. The total value of the com- 
pany’s ownings, as estimated in that report witha 
view to issuing a mortgage similar to the present 
one, was $161,258,070 59. The liabilities, including 
all the mortgages, guaranteed debts of . leases, 
lines, floating debt. and current business obliga- 
tions, were $111,042,493 66, which, with '$34,278,- 
175 28 of common and preferred stocks, made a 
total liability of $145,220,668 94, leaving a surplus 
value of $15,937,401 65. In that report Mr. Gowen 
outlined a plan for a new mortgage to secure ah 
issue of $150,000,000 of 5 percent. obligations, for 
the purpose of retiring all the company’s existing 
obligations as fast as they matured, and it was ru- 
mored inthe Street to-day that an arrangement 
had been effected by which all those obligations 
will be converted into the new 5 per cent. consols 
as fast as the terms of the loans will per- 
mit. About $50,000,000 of these can be re- 
tired at once, and about $100,000,000, including 
matured and optional obligations can be exchanged 
for 5 per cents at the company’s option, making an 
average saving in interest of 14% per cent., or 
$1,500,000, annually. Favorable rumors in this 
direction have been operating on the maturing ob- 
ligations for a week past, and have raised the 
prices of all classes of them in the market. Mr. 
Gowen returned to London yesterday from Hom- 
burg, where he has been drinking the waters to 
relieve an attack of dyspepsia and inflammation of 
the stomach.

A TOO CONFIDING SWINDLER. 

ARREST OF A CHECK-RAISER IN OSWEGO. 

OsweGo, Aug. 31.—Last Monday a stranger 
bought four barrels of flour for $23 of Penfield, 
Lyon & Co., millers, of this city, which he ordered 
shipped to Sodus. He tendered a fifty-dollar bill 
in payment and requested that the balance be paid 
him by check, payable to H. T. Norton or bearer. 
Accordingly, a check, for $27 was given him on the 
First National Bank. Penfield, Lyon & Co. having 
their suspicions aroused. by the stranger’s actions, 
at once notified the bank of the number and 
amount of thecheck. This morning another stran- 


ger went into the First National Bank, laid down 
a check for $1,870 signed by Penfield, Lyon & Co. 
and payable to B. F. Morris, and asked to have it 
eashed. The Cashier observed that the number 
of the check was the same as that given him 
by the millers, and on close examination observed 
evidence that the check had been raised from $27 
to $1,870. He stepped into another room, tele- 
phoned for the Police, and, returning, managed to 
detain his customer until the officers arrived. when 
the forger was arrested. He gave the name of 
George Watson, and said that he had been asked 
by another man, a stranger to him, to present the 
check, for which he was toreceive $1. Watson is 
not the man who bought the flour from Penfield, 
Lyon & Co., buta confederate. His ‘* pal,” in a 
similar manner, obtained a check from W. Q. Aus- 
tin, druggist, for $23 63. This was raised to 
$1,260 05, and was this morning presented at the 
Second National Bank by Watson before he went 
to the First National Bank. The Teller did not de- 
tect the fraud, but not wishing to spare the cur- 
rency, offered the man a New-York draft, which he 
refused to take. Theraised check offered at the 
First National Bank by Watson was very skillfully 
altered, and would have deceived any one whose 
suspicions had not been aroused.

The operations of the sinking funds during the 
past year have resulted ina decrease of the cash 
balances. Inthe fund for the redemption of the 
City debt there was a cash balance on Aug. 1, 1881, 
of $921,185 72, which had been reduced on Aug. 1 
last to $893,461 72. In the sinking fund: for 
the payment of interest on the City debt, 


407 54, and on Aug. 1 last but $608,048 71. The total 
amount of available funds at the disposal of the 
Controller on the Ist of August was $2,840,856 02, 


and the gross City debt, excepting revenue bonds, 
issued in anticipation of taxes, was $136,538,807 59, 
from which amount is to be deducted the 
amount of the _ sinking fund—$89,085,498 71, 
leaving the net debt $97,508,308 88. The gross 
debt has increased since July 81, 1881, by 

1,487,900 52, but the net debt has decreased by 

1,896,665 61. The sinking fund for the redemp- 
tion of the City debt increased $3,884,566 38 during 
the year ending July 81 last, giving to this fund in 
City bonds and cash a grand total of $89,035,498 71, 
against $35,700,932 58 on July 81, 1881. All the 
revenue bonds of 1879 and 1 outstanding Dec. 
$1, 1881, have been redeemed and canceled, and the 
revenue bonds of 1881 have been nearly all re- 
deemed and canceled, leaving only $1,575,000 out- 
standing on July 81 last. All the stucks and bonds 
issued during the last financial year were taken by 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund as invest- 
ments for account of the fund for the redemption 
of the City debt. The total amount of stocks and 
bonds so issued was $4,456,204 40. During the year 
stocks and bonds amounting tu $2,956,849 48 were 
redeemed and canceled, and all except $69,000 
Were redeemed by the sinking fund. 

The net City debt, not at revenue bonds, 
Was $17,445,272 88 Jess on July 31 last than on Dec. 
81, 1876, when its maximum amount was reached. 
The following table shows the annual decrease of 
the debt since that date:

Controller Campbell discusses at some length 
the proposition made tothe Legislatures of the 
last two years to cancel the City stocks and bonds, 
held by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund for 
the emption of the City debt. Had the propo- 
sition been carried out, he says, its effect would 
have been to abrogate and destroy tiie sinking 
fund, and to seriously impair the credit of the City. 
But although the proposal to cancel and destroy 
all the Cty stocks and bonds heid by the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund is inadmissible, a por- 
tion of them may be canceled without any violation 
of law, and without in any degree alienating or 
impairing the security of the fund now pledged for 
the redemption of the Citydebt. The authority to 
cancel certain stocks and bonds held by them has 
been conferred upon the Commissioners, to be 
used in their discretion, and the effect of such 
partial cancellation will be to simplify the opera- 
tions of the sinking fund. Controller Campbell 
declares that he will recommend to the Commis-

Besides the amount already ex- 
pended by the City of New-York, and the aicount 
of bonds authorized by chapter 368 of the laws of 
1882, to be issued by this City for the completion of 
the bridge, amounting to $416,666 66, a further sum 
will be required for the erection of the portal at the 
terminus in the City of New-York, estimated at 
from $125,000 to $150,000, to be authorized by future 
legislation. The proportion of the total outlay for 
the bridge by this Citv for its final completion, ex- 
clusive of interest, will be, in round numbers, 
$5,250,000, to which add interest on completion, say 
$1,750,000, and the total cost to this City will 
amount to abont $7,000,000, Brooklyn will pay for 
its proportion of the cost About $15,000,000, so that 
the entire cost of the bridge when completed will 
be about $22,000,000. 

Since the passage of the charter of 1873, a large 
amount in the aggregate has been paid out of the 
City Treasury on judgments in suits brought by 
employes in various City departments, County 
offices, and courts, who}were removed from office 
or whose salaries were reduced or were not 
allowed at old rates, under doubtful provisions of 
law fixing the amounts to be paid. Proceedings 
in many such cases were brought against the City 
to recover salaries for various periods after remov- 
al, and for differenee in the amounts claimed to be 
due under provisions of law and ordinances of the 
Common Council and the Board of Supervisors. 
Judgments in these claims, amounting to $318,- 
863 26 have been paid, and in addition to this, cests, 
counsel fees, and expenses in cases to remove cer- 
tain Police Commissioners in the years 1879 and 
1881 amounted to $41,768 85, making a grand total 
in this account of $360,681 61. According to the 
report of the Law Department, dated May 1, 1882, 
there were on March 31, 1882, salary claims still in 
suit amounting to $265,837 96. It is not probable 
that the whole amount will be recovered, but a 
considerable portion will. doubtless, have to be 
paid by the City. The judgments for the large 
sum of $360,000 already paid, and the claims for 
$265,000 more, may be mainly attributed, the Con- 
troller says, to defects in the methods of appoint- 
ment and removal of officers and employes of the 
City Government, and to the ambiguity of the lan- 
guage of the charter relating to salaries and re- 
movals. It seems that the courts themselves often 
differ in the construction of the charter provisions 
touching this subject. It is much to be deprecated 
that the laws relating to removals from office, 
and salaries of City officers and employes, are so 
uncertain in their provisions as to subject the City 
to such costly litigation. The laws upon this sub- 
ject should certainly be amended.

SaRATOGA, Aug. 21.—The Saratoga Club- 
house, otherwise John Morrissey’s great gilded 
gambling palace, is an institution of the place that 
every man goes to on the night of his arrival. 
Pious citizens and fathers of large families count 
their visits as in the line of legitimate sight-sec- 
ing, and chill the blood of their home broods as 
they tell in horrified tones of the crowds that 
openly gamble there every night. It has so long 
been the rule for ladies to take a peep at the inner 
wickedness and furnishings of the place that no 


one stares in any great amazement to 
whole strings of them going in 


morning. The eminently respectable brick 
structure facing Congress Park is frequently 
mistaken for a private residence by the truly ver- 
dant, and clergymen stop to admire the beds of 
coleus and luxuriant foliage plants that ornament 
the little corner of a lawn, and to theorize and 
speculate upon the principle that keeps a small 
rubber ball dancing up and down the fine jet of 
water that iills the dripping basins of the fountain. 
The most perfect quiet always reigns about the es- 
tablishment, and at night the lights are subdued 
by thick curtains and frame shades, and only the 
clatter and odors from the kitchen give any indi- 
cation of what goes on within. Midnight finds the 
place crowded, but in the early morning hours it 
is cool and deserted, except by the attendants, 
and ladies are ushered into the mysterious resort 
with all the pleasure in the world.

The en- 
trance hall isarather blank, white-walled place, 
furnished with a high desk holding a register, an 
umbrella-stand, and a series of English lithographs 
depicting racing scenes. A long reading-room on 
the left contains a velvet carpet ot the old style, 
floriated pattern, some ordinary sofas and tables, 
and Shaker chairs. The bar-room on the right has 
a long buffet built into the wall, set with a fine array 
of cut glass, andthe refrigerator and ice-box oc- 
cupy a prominent place in that room. A show- 
case, filled with cigars, also decorates this scene, 
and a few cheap slate-topped tables, with cane- 
seat chairs, complete that set of so-called gor- 
geousness.

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CONGRESSMAN BRAGG’S EXPLANATION

No advance was made upon these 
drafts that he brings sult for. They were drawn 
to settle pre-existing indebtedness, and with a full 
knowledge that I would have to procure a discount 
to meet them. This, I afterward learned, I could 
not do, although I had frequently been able to do 
it before in dealings with Representatives.<i do not 
like to'®ay that this suit was brought just at this 
time for any ulterior purpose. Others can judge 
of that as well, if not better, thanI.

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THE PENAL!Y FOR OVERCROWD- 
ING EXCURSION STEAMERS. 

SOLICITOR RAYNER DECIDES ‘THAT COL- 
LECTORS AND INSPECTORS ARE NOT 
COMPELLED TO SUE FOR VIOLATIONS OF 
THE LAW. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Solicitor Rayner, 
of the Treasury. has given an official opinion upon 
a somewhat ambiguous question—whether it is a 
duty imposed by law upon Collectors of Customs 
and Inspectors to bring suit against masters and 
owners of steamers to recover the penalty imposed 
by law for carrying an excess of passengers over 
and beyond the number allowed in their licenses. 
The opinion is as follows: 


Section 4,465 Revised Statutes provides: ‘It 
shall not be lawful to take on board any steamer a 
greater number of passengers than is stated in the 
certificate of inspection, and for every violation of 
the provision the master or owner shall be liable 
to any person suing for the same, to forfeit the 
amount of passage-money and $10 for each passen- 
ger beyond the number allowed.’’ Section 4,496 
provides ‘‘ that all Collectors or other officers of 
the Customs, and all Inspectors within the several 
districts, shall enforce the provisions of this title 
against all steamers arriving and departing.’ The 
succeeding section prescribes the penalty to be in- 
curred by such Collectors and other officersof the 
Customs for failing to perform such duty. The 
question presented is whether or not the law in- 
tends to impose it as a duty upon the Collectors of 
Customs and Inspectors to sue for the penalty pro- 
vided for in section 4,465, or whether that is intend- 
ed to be-left toevery man of the community at 
large not connected with the Customs service. 

My opjnion is the law does not impose itas a 
duty upon the officers of the Customs to bring 
these qui tam actions, one-half of the amount re- 
covered to go tothe informer. It might be asked 
what then is the meaning of the provisions of sec- 
tion 4,496, that all Collectors and Inspectors shail 
enforce the provisions of this title? There are a 
great many provisions in the title 52, nearly all of 
them negative in character, preventive, anticipa- 
tive of the evils guarded against. Section 4,466 

rovides that: *‘ If any passenger steamer engages 

n excursions the Inspectors shall issue to such 
steamer a special permit, in writing, for the occa- 
sion, in which shall be stated the additional num- 
ber of passengers that may be carriedj and the 
number and kind of life-saving appliances that 
shall be provided for the safety of such additional 
assengers, and they shall, also, in their discretion 
imit the route and distance for such excursions.”’ 
Here, then, is where Collectors and Inspectors are 
to enforce the provisions referred to, in exer- 
cising thelr official powers to guard against 
disaster likely to ensue from overcrowding on 
steamers. They must enforce these preventive 
provisions by refusing to grant the licenses re- 
quired by law. How can a law preventive of a 
thing to be done be enforced after itis done? The 
enforcement of the law is to prevent this excess of 
passengers over what is lawful. But after the vio- 
lation has taken place the suing for the penalty 
provided for cannot enforce the law intended to 
prevent its violation. To withhold the license for 
more passengers than the law allows is binding 
and obligatory on Collectors and Inspectors, but 
the enforcement of the penalty for violating the 
law is not obligatory on any one. It is optional 


| with whomsoever may choose to sue for the pen- 


alty. If the suing for this penalty is the bounden 
duty of the Customs officers, then the power to 
sue must be confined exclusivelyto them. But the 
law reads, “Liable to any suing for the same.”’ 
Now look at the practical working; ifthe Customs 
officers must in duty sue, and other persons ma 
sue, which is to have the preference? Or can both 
sue? If both, what confusion would ensue ! 

Aninformer, for such must be the réle to be 
filled by any one suing for the penalty under the 
law in question, necessarily involves the idea of 
voluntariness. It isa privilege granted, not a duty 
imposed. Besides, what sort of ascene would be 
presented in the cities at our warm weather excur- 
sion periods? The Collectors and Inspectors, in- 
stead of calmly sitting in their offices to keep 
watch over the lives and safety of the community, 
and aiding andassisting in the enforcement 
of the law against excess of passengers 
by a rigid attention to the issuing of 
licenses—instead of this, lo and_ behold, 
ona sultry day, Collectors and Inspectors either 
in person or by their retainers, scudding in every 
direction, counting men, women, and children as 
they rush on board excursion steamers. squabbling 
and quarreling with private informers as to who 
got the case first ;'and then, again, what a spectacle 
to be presented in the courts—Coliectors and In- 
spectors contending among themselves as to who 
of them has priority inibringing suit, and the profit 
and emoluments from bmnging these qui tam ac- 
tions are enormous! Why, in the case of the 
Thomas Clyde, the very case Chit of which arises 
the guestion of law I am considering—the excess 
of passengers (as charged) was 644 at $10 for each 

that would be $6,440, besides the amount of pas- 
sage money. Ifthe suing forthese penalties is a 
duty imposed on the Customs officers, are the heavy 
profits derived from such suits to be re- 
tained by these officers and enhance their com- 
pensation to that extent? It would be a great na- 
tional and judicial scandal. It would be in confilct 
with that general policy of our laws which pro- 
hibits a public official from drawing compensation 
for two different branches of public duty except 
under some pecullar circumstance. 

Title 52 Revised Statutes contains many provl- 
sions for the prevention and avoidance of disasters 
on steam-boats. The duty imposed upon the Col- 
lectors and Inspectors to ald in having the provi- 
sion of this title enforced is to be discnarged 
through the preventive authority in regard to the 
issue of licenses. To enforce an act for the pre- 
vention of a disaster after tne disaster has etalon 
involves an absurdity in its very terms. 1am 
clearly of opinion that neither the letter of the law 
nora decent pubiic policy imposes on Collectors 
and Inspectors the duty of suing for the penalties 
for carrying excess of passengers. I cannot say 
that the law prohibits these officers from so 
suing, but I am decidedly of opinion that public 
policy is opposed to it.

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ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
TAYLOR’S SENTENCE APPROVED—THE 
MILITARY DEPARTMENT OF WEST POINT 
ABOLISHED. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The Secretary of 
War to-day approved the record of the court-mar- 
tial in the case of Col. Joseph H. Taylor, Assistant 
Adjutant-General. The Secretary was informed this 
afternoon that President Arthur had approved the 
sentence, and the matter was referred to Gen. 
Sherman, who has prepared a reprimand, which 
will be published in general orders, in accordauce 
with the sentence of the court. An order was sent 
to Newport barracks to-day releasing |Col. Taylor 
from arrestand directing him to comply with the 
original order. Col. H. C. Corbin, Assistant Adju- 
tant-General, will leave here to-night for Newport, 
Ky., where he will relieve Col. Taylor, Assistant 
Adjutant-Geueral, who goes to the Department 
of the Platte. 

By direction of tho President, the Military De- 
partment of West Point will pe discontinued to- 
morrow, from which date the Military Academy 
will be under the supervision and charge of the 
General of the Army. Col. Wesley Merritt, Fifth 
Cavalry, will to-morrow assume the duties of Su- 
perintendent of the Military Academy, relieving 
Brig.-Gen. O. O. Howard, who will proceed to 
Omaha to relieve Brig.-Gen. Crook of the command 
of the Department of the Platte. Gen. Crook, 
upon being relieved, will proceed to the head- 
quarters of the Department of Arizona, and relieve 
Col, O. B. Willcox, Twelfth Infantry, of the com- 
mand of the Department of Arizona. Immediately 
upon Col. Willcox being relieved, the Twelfth In- 
fantry will be transferred from the Department of 
Arizonato Fort Madison, Sackett’s Harbor, New- 
York, for duty under Major-Gen. Hancock. All 
the above changes will be made between the 1st 
and 15th of September. 

The United States steamer Saratoga arrived at 
Madeira to-day. She expects to reach Aspinwall 
by the 27th of September.

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MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENTS. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The War Depart- 
ment has issued the following order, carrying into 
effect the recommendations of the Mississipp! River 
Commission: 


By direction of the Secretary of War, the Missis- 
sippi River, between Cairo and the head of the 
Passes, is divided into the following districts for 
the purpose of improvement and the construction 
and repair of levees: 
to foot of Island No. 40,to the charge of which 
Capt. John G. D. Knight, Corps of Engineers, is as- 
signed, with station at Memphis or Catro, at his 
discretion; Second District, from foot of Isl- 
and No. to mouth of White River, to 
the charge of which Capt. Alexander 
M. Miller, Corps of Engineers, is assigned, with 
station at Memphis, Tenn.; Third District, from 
mouth of White River to Warrenton, the charge of 
which is assigned to Capt. William L. Marshall, 
Corps of Engineers, with station at Vicksburg, 
Miss. ; Fourth District, from Warrenton to the hea 
of the Passos, to the charge of. which is assigned 
Major Amos Stickney, Corps of Engineers, with 
station at New-Orleans. This district will include, 
hesides, the levees and special work on the river, 
and the rectification of the Red and Atchafalaya 
kivera, at the mouth of Red River. Capt. Miller 
will transfer to Major Stickney the chargo of the 
improvement of the harbor at Natchez, and to 
Capt. Marshall the charge of the improyement of 
the harbor at Vicksburg.

LIFE IN 71HE LAGOONS. 
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STORIES TOLD BY ALLIGATOR FISHERS AND 
TURTLE HUNTERS. 
From the St. Louts Globe- Democrat. 

in conversation with a reporter, Mr. Will 
Smith, who was for a iong period keeper at the jet- 
ties when they were in course of construction, told 
some curious storles about alligators, which were 
very numerous there and through the marshes. 
The men became s® accustomed to them that they 
would hardly turn aside to avoid the largest, and 


on Sundays it was quite a common amusement to 
shoot them, sometimes half a dozen or a dozen be- 
ing secured in anafternoon. It isa mistake to 
pan Sy that a rifle ball will not perpetrate an alli- 
gator’s hide, as one from a Winchester striking it 
in the head, the toughest part, will generally take 
the whole top of the skull off. Northern peo- 
ple visiting the jetties were anxious to see 
alligators, and one immense fellow, apparently 17 
feet in length, was encouraged to stay in the river 
in the vicinity, and was known as Col. Andrews’s 

et. The Colonel was quite incensed at one time 

y the fact that one of the men fired at his favorite 
with a revolver, and by discovering on another oc- 
casion that Walker, who was said to have hooked 
a whale, had made preparations to capture the 
alligator by means of a rope, a huge shark hook, 
and 12 pounds of beef. Although the bait was 
shoved invitingly under the reptile’s nose as he lay 
on the bank in the sun, he was too shrewd or not 
hungry enough to be tempted. “The pet’ re- 

ained about a year or two, and may still be 
there. One evening as some men were unload- 
ing a barge of roek a huge alligator arose 
out of the water alongside, and one of the 
men pitched a 15-pound stone at it which, from 
aheight of 12o0r 14 feet, Janded directly on its 
nead. The head must haye been smashed, hard as 
it was, for the saurian, after turning half a dozen 
somersaults and going through a number of an- 
ties, sunk slowly and seemed dead. Mr. Smith 
was coming down theriver one Sunday in a pe- 
rogue with another man, a late arrival, when they 
saw an enormous alligator asleep on the bank. 
Smith proposed having some fun with him, and, 
without disturbing his slumbers, pulled up along- 
side, and crowding the boat ashore, stood up in it 
and began a vigorous attack on the sleeper with 
paddles. Contrary to their expectations, the slug- 
gard started toward them in his hurry to reach 
the water, and crawling over the boat, upset them 
into mud knee deep and filled the boat with filth 
and water. Their clothes were ruined, and they 
were pretty thoroughly disgusted on ascertaining 
that the alligator had lost an eye. They had at- 
tacked him from the blind side, and he ran over 
them before he found where the trouble started. 

There are numerous Individuals in the South who 
make a living by killing and catching alligators. 
The hide of a large one is worth from $ito $2: 
but it is very hard work to take it off, and is almost 
aday’s task. Fromthe flesh a very strong and 
quite valuable oil is made, which is used for many 

urposes, but principally as a remedy for rheuma- 
ism. It has, however, a most unpleasant smell 
unless properly treated. Many hermen have 
been known to eat portions of the meat, that of 
the tail being sald, when cooked, to have much 
the appearance of veal and taste something like 
pork. Quite a lucrative business is that of cap- 
turing alligators alive to send away for ex- 
hibition. Col. Willlams, when Spanish Fort 
was made a Summer resort, made a 
contract with a fisherman to fill the 
hole known as_ the alligator pond for 
him. and in the course of a couple of 
weeks he had it stocked with 30 or 40, ranging in 
length from 6 inches to 7 or 8 feet. The man 
who caught them showed no fear in handling 
the huge reptiles, and for $5 offered to get into the 
hole and throw the largest one out over the paling 
by which it was surrounded. They are said to ex- 
hibit wonderful alacrity in ‘‘going for’ a colored 
person, and dogs are their favorite diet, while 
they will, as a general thing, endeavor to avoid 
a white man. The man whosupplied the pond and 
his companion have been known to bring into 
camp in a small skiff an alligator 16 feet long and 
furious with rage. 

The manner of accomplishing this feat was, as 
he explained, quite simple. The old are savage 
and will fight for their young, and this fact is taken 
advantage of. Some of the young are caught out 
of the spotin which the old one is lying, anda 
stout-noosed rope is then placed where to emerge 
she must thrust her head through it. When all is 
ready the young are allowed to ory out, and the 
old lady thrusts out her head to have her neck 
caught in the noose. She is dragged around in the 
water until.pretty well choked, when another 
noose is secured on her tail, and she ts firmly 
strapped, stomach downward, on a wide board, 
which she cannot break, as her powerful muscles 
in the tall act only in a lateral direction. Her head 
is then fastened tothe boat, the noose about her 
neck is removed, and she is towed away after 
her young have been placed in the’ skiff. 
Young ones are bought by dealers for from 
$2 to $4 a dozen, if not overa foot in length. 
When they sell them they get a much higher price, 
as they are hard to preserve alive. The large ones 
are solid differently, there being an increase in price 
of 50 cents to $1 forevery additional foot over a 
certain length. Alligators 16 or 18 inches long are 
frequently found by the dozens in shallow water and 
can be handled without trouble, providing the old 
one, who is generally near, does not take the alarm. 
Most alligator fishers are usually turtle hunters, 
also, and search along the shores of bayous and la- 
goons for the holes of the animals. When the hole 
is discovered it is explored with along pole witha 
big hook set in the end, and if the unfortunate res- 
ident is at home he is promptly dragved out in 
spite of his struggles and quickly appears in mar- 
ket. Theeye of a young alligator, when closely 
examined ina strong light. is a queer and rather 
pretty sight, having all the fire and much the ap- 
pearance of an opal of a similar size. 


A TEXAS GOAT RANCH. 
From the Galveston (Texas) News. 
The editor of the Uvalde Hesperian has made 
a visit to the famous Nueces caiion, including the 
Angora ranch of 8. J. Arnold and brothers. Here 
the cafion widens out for a distance of seven 


miles—in fact, itis the widest and most beautiful 
spot in the canfion. These gentlemen own and 
control about 15,000 acres, embracing the rich 
valleys of Maverick Creek on the west and Ranch 
Creek on the east, which are only miniature 
cafions putting into the Nueces Valley from either 
side, furnishing an abusdance of grass and water 
the year round, and whicb is used as a Sum- 
mer range, while in Kinney County they have 
another ranch where they Winter their 
sheep until after the lambing season, keeping the 
goatson the home ranch during the kidding sea- 
son. Six years ago last July these gentlemen com- 
menced with 875 goats and 1,400 head of sheep. 
Now they have 4,000 of the former and 8,000 of the 
latter. ‘heir losses in sheep will amount to about 
the same in money value as their purchases, while 
on the goat question they are $2,000 ahead of their 
losses, fesides their increase. During this period 
their losses from diseaso and otherwise have not 
been over 2 per cent. on thelr goats. They run 
seven different flocks which og steady employ- 
ment to seven herders, besides a viciero, (who 
superintends the flocks,) as well as extra hands to 
attend to other work on the ranch. In the shearing, 
lambing, and dipping seasons of course the number 
is greatly augmented. On this ranch the goats 
have been improved up by the best of thorough- 
bred billies until now the grades run from one-half 
to fifteen-sixteenths. Last Spring their goat clip 
amounted to 1,200 pounds, which was sold in New- 
York at an average of 40 cents. We have often 
heard the question asked, what profit is there in 
geese? In common goats the profit Iles In the 
ides and tallow, which always command a good 
price, and the supply of good meat ina shape that 
will not spoil in warm weather before it can be 
used up. By using Angora sires a flock can be 
graded up so high that the wool is more profitable 
than that of sheep, where the animal itself is 
hardier, more prolific, and less expensive. 
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WHAT BOMBARDING COSTS. 
From the London Daily News. 

Our Plymouth correspondent writes: ‘‘ Few 
persons, excepting those behind the scenes, are 
likely to know from official sources the actual cost 
of the bombardment of Alexandria; but informa- 


tion has been obtained to-day showin, the cost of 
each round as fired from the various ships en- 
gaged. When Admiral Sir Beauchamp Seymour 
forwards, as doubtless he eventually will do, to 
the Admiralty the detailed revorts of the Captains 
of the different vessels under thelr command of 
‘the number of rounds fired, a simple calculation 
‘will suffice to show the monetary cost of bombard- 
ing the Alexandria forts. On the lith of Juiy 
every round fired from the four 80-ton guns 
of the Inflexible cost the nation £25 10s. 
per gun. The 2-ton guns, of which the 
Alexandra carries two, the Monarch four, 
and the Téméraire 4, cost £7 per round per gun. 
The 18-ton guns, ot which the Alexandra carries 
10, the Suitan 8, the Superb 16, and the T’éméraire 
4, cost £5 5s. per round per gun. The 12-ton guns, 
of which the Invincible carries 10, the Monarch 2, 
and the Sultan 4, cost £3 128, per round per gun. 
The Penelope, which alone carries 9-ton guns, has 
8 of them, which were discharged at a cost of 
£2 15s. per round per gun. The Monarch and the 
Bittern each fired a 644-ton gun, the cost being 
£1 158. per round pergun. The Beacon and the 
Cygnet have 2 64-poundersa each, the cost of dis- 
charging which is 18s. per round per gun. The 
Penelope carries 3 40-pounders, the Beacon 2 40- 
pounders, and the Bittern 2 40-pounders, the cost 
of discharging which was just 12s. per round per 
gun. In addition to this there is a sum to be cal- 
culated for the firing of the smaller armaments of 
the Cygnet, Condor, and Decoy.”

Whether the Greeks or the Turks were 
the aggressors in the little frontier war 
which has broken out in Thessaly may 
never be certainly known by the civilized 
world, for those two peoples stand su- 
preme in their acknowledged mastery of 
the higher ornamental branches of un- 
truthfulness, and each says the other 
began it. But the Greeks would 
no doubt welcome an act of hostility from 
the Turks, and may have invited it, if not 
themselves the actual aggressors. They are 
not and never will be satisfied with the 
frontier line traced by the Commission of 
Delimitation appointed at the Berlin con- 
ference of 1880, in whose deliberations the 
mingled selfishness and treachery of the 
great powers led to a result based upon a 
compromise ill suited to the circumstances of 
the case. In order to spare Turkish territory 
for Austria’s future needs, the frontier line 
was located so far south, at its east end, as 
to leave thousands of Thessalian Greeks 
still under Turkish rule, and in the west was 
so deflected from the direct course that half 
of Epirus remains enslaved. Greece ac- 
cepted this wretched decision under protest, 
and as England held her back in August, 1877, 
and February, 1878, when she was in arms 
and ready to make war on Turkey, it is 
not altogether improbable that she may 
have chosen the present moment, when 
England is fighting in Egypt, Turkey is in 
a most delicate position, and the whole of 
Europe finds itself in a condition of unsta- 
ble equilibrium to reopen the old question. 


The irresolution ascribed to ARABI Pasha 
by several of those who have known him 
personally has told fatally against his cause. 
From the very first, the one thing to be 
feared by him was a British advance upon 
Cairo from Ismailia, which would endanger 
both his base at Cairo and his line of retreat 
toward Upper Egypt. Having made this 
advance possible by omitting to destroy the 
Suez Canal, his only remaining chance was 
to fall in overwhelming force upon the 
British while disordered by tueir debarka- 
tion, and win something near enough toa 
victory to rally round him the countless 
Bedouins who are still waiting to side with 
the stronger party. But his tardy blow at 
Kassasin has recoiled upon himself, losing 
him eleven of the guns in which his main 
strength lies. The railways from Suez and 
Ismailia to Cairo, and that running parallel 
with the canal between Suez and Ismailia, 
forma triangle, on the northern side of which 
the strugglé is being fought out. _ Once fair- 
ly across the 35 miles of desert separating 
them from the fertile region along the Nile, 
the English may count Cairo their own; 
and when its fall has cut off ARaB1’s retreat 
up the Nile toward the Soudan, his only 
resource will be a flight westward into the 
Libyan desert, with little hope from the 
Tuariks of Tripoli, who, however ready to 
gather spoil under a powerful leader, will 
hardly rick their lives to aid a helpless and 
outlawed fugitive. 


THE GOULD CAMPAIGN AND THE 
JUDICIARY. 

In dealing with that part of the official 
record of Gov. CoRNELL which has been 
made the occasion of the Gould-Conkling 
opposition to his renomination, it should be 
remembered that had the Governor only 
taken refuge behind the decision of a ma- 
jority of both houses he would have counted 
as his friends those who are now his bitterest 
and might have assumed that 
the shortness of public memory would be a 
more potent influence in his favor than any 
newspaper criticism 7could be against him. 
It is little more than two months ago since 
the Assembly disgraced itself by adopting a 
whitewashing resolution in the Westbrook 
case. How many voters in this State 
know the names of even a few of the 
men who were responsible for that vote ? 
In how many Assembly district conventions 
will the question of how the present repre- 
sentative voted on the Westbrook case be 
among the considerations affecting his re- 
nomination? And yet the Westbrook in- 
vestigation showed the operation of Jay 
Gouldism in its most dangerous form 
and revealed ; the existence of prac- 
tices on the’ Bench of the Supreme 
Court not a whit less odious than those 
which procured the impeachment of 
BARNARD and the disgraceful retirement of 
Carpozo.. It was the work of Jay GouLp 
that entered most largely into the indictment 
of BARNARD; it was the work of the same 
unscrupulous adventurer, only grown richer 
and more powerful, that stained, beyond the 
power of any whitewash to cover, the judi- 
cial reputation of WESTBROOK. 

It has probably not escaped the notice of 
the careful reader that HamM1LTon Harris, 
who was WEsTBROOK’s counsel, has also 
been one of the chief witnesses on GouLp’s 
side in his black-mailing attacks on Gov. 
CorNELL. Nor can the fact be lost sight of 
that while the agency of Judge WESTBROOK 
and Attorney-General Warp was used 
first to depress the value of Man- 
hattan stock so that Gouup . could 
buy it up, and next to ele- 
vate it so that Gounp could place it on 
the market, the agency of the Legislature 
was employed .to give that stock an en- 
hanced value by relieving it from sundry 
millions of City taxes, partly overdue and 
partly prospective. The work done 
for Jay 
could not have stood the 
hght of a judicial investigation; hence 
the dismissal of the charges against both 
was a legitimate triumph for the man who 
profited most by their abuse of public 
trust. Does any one suppose that Gov. 
CoRNELL would have approved of. the 
action of the Assembly had it been of the 
nature of legislation depending on his signa- 
ture; is it conceivable that a man of his 


temper in the office of Attorney-General 


could have been used to do the work of 
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a gang of unscrupulous stock gamblers? 
It needed much more resolution to 
traverse the plans of Govutp in regard to 
the Tax Relief bill than it would have done 
to bring WESTBROOK to trial or to take pro- 
ceedings as law officer of the State to ex- 
pose the bogus character of the Manhattan 
Railroad corporation. 


We have already alluded to the fact that 
the Governor to be elected in November will 
have the selection of the Judges ot the Gen- 
eral Term of the First Department—that is, 
of this City and County. It needs a law- 
yer to understand how vitally important the 
constitution of the General Term is to the 
whole course of litigation in New-York, 
but it does not need a lawyer to see 
that a Governor who owed his nomi- 
nation and election to the influence and 
the money of JAY GouLD could easily re- 
pay the use of both by appointing three 
Judges who could be trusted to favor 
GoULD’s schemes as a wrecker, stock gam- 
bler, and public plunderer generally. The 
present General Term consists of Judges 
Davis, Brapy, and DANIELS, two belonging 
to this district and one, outside of it. 
There need be but one member from 
this district, and it would not be difficult 
to make up a General Term to which no 
lawyer would willingly appeal who had a 
case against the stock jobbing ring of which 
GouLp is the head and controlling spirit. 
There need be no gross and palpable abuse 
of judicial power to serve GOULD’s purposes; 
the Westbrook case shows with what com- 
parative security a Judge may overstep his 
official discretion in the service of interests 
diametrically opposed to those of the public. 
There is a whole judicial armory of delay, 
evasion, and one-sided rulings on questions 
not germane to the main issue which could 
be employed by a majority of the ‘General 
Term to the great profit of men like GouLp. 
If anybody imagines that three men could 
not be found on the Supreme Bench of the 
State who would subserve such ends: as 
Judges of the General Term, he must have 
followed to very little purpose the working 
of popular election on the judiciary of New- 
York. 

Let it once be understood , that the Gov- 
ernor who refuses to do the bidding of 
GouLp is marked out for destruction, and 
that submission to GovULD’s wishes means 
both political and personal profit, and the 
step to a reign of fraud quite as scandalous 
as that of the Tweed Ring and like it, un- 
checked by Legislative, Executive, or Judi- 
cial restraint, is a very short one. . It cannot 
be too often repeated that this is the main 
question now before the people of this State 
—a question beside which personal or fac- 
tional considerations sink into insignificance. 
It is the business of GouLp and his organs, 
just as itis of his man ConKuirne and his 
agents, to obscure that issue by . malicious 
attacks and hypocritical pretenses, , Not for 
the first time . perhaps, but : / certainly 
with more effect than ever before, they have 
contrived to enlist aid in their work from 
quarters whence they are accustomed to ex- 
pect only opposition or distrust. The game 
has been played shrewdly enough, but it 
does not’ seem “to deceive the » people 
who recognize in Jay Gouldism the most 
dangerous set of influences with which the 
free institutions of this State or Union have 
to contend. The.more,the question is 
thought over the more) certain it is to com- 
mand areply which.shall! be equally dis- 
agreeable to the; stock jobbers and their 
allies among the machine politicians, and 
which shall assist to educate.certain pur- 
blind and prejudiced persons who cail them- 
selves reformers. 


INFANT INDUSTRIES. 

Thecontinued sessions of the Tariff Com- 
mission have had the result of ‘bringing to 
public attention a number of infant and 
struggling industries that are sorely in need 
of protection. When the last general revi- 
sion of the tariff was made it was generously 
attempted to give assistance to almost every 
business enterprise which involved the doing 
of something here which ,could be better 
done elsewhere; but since then new enter- 
prises have come into existence, and it is 
only natural that these should be considered 
by those who are interested in them as de- 
serving of aid. It would not be fair to say 
that an industry which, without special pro- 
tection, cannot now profitably maintain its ex- 
istence is not properly an American industry. 
The conditions of business are so far bur- 
dened down by tariff restrictions that it is 
quite possible that trades which would in- 
volve a large annual loss if carried on at 
the present time would be highly profitable 
if our tariff were based simply on revenue 
principles. The new applicants for protec- 
tion may argue with some force that they 
only ask for this aid because the bestowal 
of it upon others has been injurious to their 
business. Unfortunately, the assumption 
seems to be that it is easier to get help for 


one’s burdens by protection than to obtain, 
freedom from: them by tariff reform; a be-: 
lief which would naturally be encouraged, 


by the slow progress made toward the latter 
end. 


The readiness with which these applica-- 


tions for assistance are made forces one to 
doubt whether the applicants. are. really 
aware of the demands they are making. As 
a matter of fact there is not one protection- 
ist ina hundred‘ who will admit that his 
gain by protection causes a loss to any one 
else, except it may be the British capi- 
talists and manufacturers and _ the 
pauper laborers. of the Old World. 
But if instead of © granting protection 
the Government should adopt the policy of 
granting bounties to American manufactur- 
ers, equivalent to the indirect aid it now 
gives them, the exact sacrifice that the coun- 
try makes to sustain these interests would 
be plainly apparent. Thus the Government 
might say to those,who are now receiving 
the benefits of protection, We will reduce 
the tariff charges to a nominal rate, but will 
pay youeach year the difference between 
what your goods would’,then ‘sell for and 
the amount you are now receiving for them. 
This would be in a rough way the measure 
of assistance that is now given. Of course, 
such a plan would be wholly impractica- 
ble, for, apart from other reasons, the 
people would never consent to bear 
the load of direct taxation that would fall 
upon them in order to put such a scheme 
into execution, calling, as it would, for an 
expenditure by the Government of not less 


than $500.000,000 each year. But this very | 


impracticability is an illustration of the ease 
with which the public mind is befogged on 
questions of taxation. The direct tax sug- 
gested would call for no more than is now 
demanded and obtained by the indirect 
methods of protection.f§The increase in 
price, amounting to from 50 to 100 per cent., 
which a man now has to pay for a large 
proportion of the articles that he purchases 
is a tax, and if he could but realize it, it 
would make not the least difference to him 
whether he paid this extra amount to the 
dealer in merchandise or to the Government. 
But in the latter case its import would be 
clearly defined, while in the former, in the 
absence of a standard of comparison and 
the knowledge of how to apply such a stand- 
ard, it is assumed that the goods are sold at 


merely a fair market price: In other words, : 


protection exists, not because the people be- 
lieve in it and are willing to be taxed to sup- 
port the system, but because it is so cleverly 
applied that in their ignorance they are not 
aware of the burden they are carrying. 


But the assumption of the protectionists 
that those who pay this tax receive in turn 
an equal benefit is even a more curious in- 
stance of mental bewilderment, for it must 
be admitted that this is the honest belief of 
a very large number of persons. How ab- 
surd this notion is can be shown by a sim- 
plified application of it. If in a village 
composed of ten families engaged in farm- 
ing the head of one of the households should 
propose to manufacture all of the articles 
needed by his neighbors if they would 
compel all wares made elsewhere to 
pay a duty of 50 per cent.\ before -they 
could be sold in the { village, the 
effect of the proposal would ‘be to create a 
condition of trade resembling that which 
now exists in this.country. The nine vil- 
lagers, when they asked what they were to 
gain by this arrangement, would be told 
that a convenient store for supplies would 
be opened, and as the originator of the 
scheme would not farm himself, com- 
petition among them would be lessened 
and an immediate consumer found for their 
produce. The probable answer to this prop- 
osition would be, What guarantee have we, 
if farming is profitable, that competition 
among ourselves will be kept down, for 
may not others come into the village and 
lay out new farms; furthermore, how can 
our ingenious, neighbor pay us for, our 
produce any money that we do not first 
pay him? By giving him for his goods 
much more than the same wares would cost 
elsewhere, we shall to this extent impoverish 
ourselves, while he will pay for our produce 
only somuch as is necessary to prevent us 
from sending it out of the village for sale. 
The inevitable conclusion would be 
that the proposal . was altogether * too 
one-sided to be. thought of, and 
yet the assumption of the protectionist 
would be that in some mysterious manner 
these farmers would derive a benefit. It is 
this belief that the gain is in some manner 
a general one that has led to these new ap- 
peals to the Tariff Commissioners. It is 
inconceivable that if protection took the 
form of a,bounty certain manufacturers 
would have the assurance to come forward 
and assert that the people should be taxed 
to support them in their trade. The sense 
that their business was not absolutely es- 
sential to the public‘ welfare would prevent 
them from taking such a position; but un- 
der the delusive theory of protection mod- 
esty of this kind is looked upon as mis- 
placed, since the protection asked for is sup- 
posed to bless both him who gives and him 
who takes. 


THE SEARCH FOR LIZZIE SELDEN. 


Every father and mother, every person, 
parent or not, whose breast is warmed by a 
single spark of human feeling, will rejoice 
that little Lizzm SeLpEN has been found 
and restored to her home. ‘There is further 
cause for gratification in the arrest of her ab- 
ductor. But it must be confessed that the 
history of this case is not calculated to 
inspire public confidence in the ability of 
the Police to prevent the stealing of children 
or to find them when stolen. The preven- 
tion of this most serious crime lies, no 
doubt, within the parent’s province. - The 
Police cannot watch all the babies in the 
streets. This fact should be considered and 
due precaution be taken against abduction 
by every prudent mother. But when a little 
one has been stolen and three cities are 
ringing with the story of the crime and 
thousands of sympathetic hearts are grieving 
for the afflicted father and mother and 
longing to hear that their child has been re- 
stored to them, the public naturally looks to 
the Police to trace the abductor to his or 
her hiding-place. And when, as in the case 
of Lizzim SELDEN, it proves that the ab- 
ductor. has no hiding-place,, but wanders 
about the streets, leading the child, inquir- 
ing her way here and there of patrolmen 
who should be looking for her, passing 
under the very noses of others set to watch 
the ferries for her, and is finally discovered 
only when a young man who has sense 
enough to read the newspapers takes a po- 
liceman by the hand and leads: him to the 
bedside of the child and her wrongful cus- 
todian,, the public rightly concludes that 
there is a class of. criminals, now unfor- 
tunately ' getting} too .common, criminals 
whose acts entail the acutest suffering upon 
those whom they wrong, in whose pursuit 
tbe Police are helpless and useless unless 
their search is guided by private individuals 
volunteering to aid them. 


The arrest of Maaarr Keprert and the 
discovery of Lizzie SELDEN are directly 


due to the assistance which the newspapers: 


rendered in the search. The first clue the 
Police obtained was given them by young 
CoLuins, who had read the newspapers, and 
was led by their accounts to visit the 
Brooklyn Police Head-quarters. But 
even then, though .they succeeded in 
striking the trail of the woman and her 
charge, the Police floundered in bogs of 
doubt and ignorance until CHARLEs Mc- 
LAvGHLIN, who had also read of the abduc- 
tion in the newspapers, conducted Detective 
SHAauGHNEssy to Macarze KeEpre.’s bed- 
room door, which the astute officer promptly 
burst in, and, as one admiring reporter puts 
it, added ‘‘one more feather to his already 
heavily feathered cap.”’ 

What were the Police of Brooklyn, Jer- 
sey City, and the ‘‘finest in the world’’ 
doing Tuesday and Wednesday, when Mac- 
Giz KEPPKL was roaming aimlessly about 
the streets? There is some reason to sup- 


pose that the woman is not of sound mind. 
At any rate, she is not a cunning and artful 
abductress. She evidently took no great 
pains to conceal herself or cover her 
track, Monday night, soon after the 
child was stolen, Maaaie came _ to 
this City by the Catharine ferry, 
young McLaveuuin accompanying her. He 
left her in Twenty-sixth-street, and it is not 
yet known where she passed the night. 
Neither are her movements during the day 
Tuesday known. But the solemn ceremony 
of sending out a “‘ general alarm” was duly 
performed before midnight Monday night, 
and every patrolman in New-York and 
Brooklyn was notified to be on the watch for 
the woman. It is to be specially noted that 
the Police stationed at the ferries were in- 
structed by a special messenger to keep a 
sharp watch for the pair. Yet when Maeatr 
Kepret had returned from Fort Lee, or 
wherever she spent the day Tuesday, she 
visited several lodging-houses in Cath- 
arine-street without attracting the atten- 
tion of the Police. She was seen there 
by young Co.Luins, who escorted her 
to the Cortlandt-street ferry. She 
begged her ferry fare} and crossed to the 
Jersey side. Was the policeman stationed 
there asleep? In Jersey City she went 
through some of the most frequented streets, 
and at 1 o’clock at night registered at a hotel 
and went to bed. On Wednesday she was 
stirring as usual, and took her breakfast 
within a hundred feet of Police Head- 
quarters. Policeman Renpert MILER, 
no doubt with that air of polite defer- 
ence which a well-bred policeman 
always wears when addressing a member of 
the fair sex, even when she holds a kid- 
napped child by the hand, directed her, in 
response to an inquiry, to a cheap lodging- 
house in York-street. Thither she went, 
but, with the unerring instinct of a hunted 
criminal, she speedily sought again a 
place of security, to wit, the vi- 
cinity of the Police Head-quarters, 
There she sat on a curbstone in Montgomery- 
street, almost within ear-shot of the room 
where the argus-nosed detectives were dis- 
cussing plans to follow her trail to Omaha 
or Mauch Chunk. Late at night, when there 
were no crowds, and’ when a common barn 
owl who had chanced,to see a woman 
and child crossing the ferry would have 
followed her at least long enough to 
see if there wasamole on the little girl's 
cheek, she came to this City, walked through 
the streets to a Williamsburg ferry, and went 
to her home in Park-avenue, Brooklyn. By 
that time Detective SHavueuneEssy, who is 
to be congratulated on having a friend who 
reads the newspapers, had learned where she 
lived. 

This is not a record for the Police to be 
proud of, nor is it one which will dispel the 
uneasiness of parents who have read of Liz- 
Z1E SELDEN’s adventures. - It is simply dis- 
graceful that after these , detectives, who 
rarely detect, had been put upon the wom- 
an’s trailin Jersey City, and .when the pa- 
trolmen at the ferries were, or should have 
been, on the lookout.for her, she should 
have been able to cross the North River, 
the City of New-York, the East River, and 
travel some distance in Brooklyn unchal- 


-lenged, and apparently unseen, by any police- 


man. It is plain that had Macare Kepren 
been moved by the same wicked purpose as 
the abductors of CHarure Ross, and had 
been possessed of a hundredth part of their 
shrewdness, the father and mother of Liz- 
ZIE SELDEN would have mourned her loss a 
very much longer time, and perhaps forever. 
They owe her fortunate return to the fact 
that she was in no worse hands than those 
offa half-crazy, or at. most not over-bright, 
young woman, and to the all-important aid 
received by the Police-from people who read 
the newspapers. 


AIR PUMPS AND GLUE. 


It is all very well for the Positivists and 
other contemners of Christianity to tell us 
that we must have faith in science, 
but how can’ we have faith in it 
when + it is - constantly confessing its 
own mistakes? If there is anything 
with which science ought to be perfectly 
familiar it is flies. ‘The average scientific 
person is bald-headed, and of such are the 
chosen victims of flies. When occupied 
with his microscope or blackboard the scien- 
tific person affords a field of activity to flies 
which they never fail to improve, and since 
they know all about. scientific persons, and 
can distinguish the taste of a mathematician 
from the flavor of a philosopher, we have a 
right to suppose that scientific persons have a 
thorough and accurate knowledge of flies. In 
fact, they have always claimed to possess such 
knowledge. They have written elaborate 
text-books on flies, dividing them into a 
dozen different species—such as the blue- 
bottle fly, the up-stairs fly, the dinner-table 
fly, and the early morning fly. They have 
told us all about the habits of flies, and one 
scientific person has invented an instrument 
with which, as he pretends, he can hear the 
footsteps of flies when walking and the 
deafening sound made by them when trum- 
peting through their probosces. We have 
believed all these assertions, but now comes 
a German scientific person—Prof. Deintz— 
and alleges that a great mistake has been 
made in point of flies, and that we must aban- 
don as untenable one of the most pleasing 
peculiarities hitherto attributed to flies. 


We have always been told that the fly is 
enabled to walk on the ceiling by reason of 
the air pumps with which he is» provided. 
He was said to carry an air pump in each 
hand—or foot—and, by, exhausting the air 
from under the soles of his feet with those 
pumps, to be able to fasten himself to the 
ceiling by atmospheric, pressure. This was 
a beautiful theory, and it was often referred 
to in illustration of the intelligence of flies 
and of the wisdom of nature in making ceil- 
ings smooth enough to afford opportunities 
for the use of these air pumps. We were 
told that we ought to imitate the wisdom and 
forethought of flies, and to provide ourselves 
with air pumps so that we too could walk on 
ceilings; and we were warned not to be proud 
of our steam engines and bicycles when an 
insect as small as the fly could ‘‘lay over 
us’’—to use a scientific term—in connection 
with air pumps. And now we are told by 
Prof. De1ntz that the fly has no air pumps 
and never had any, and that no fly ever 
dreamed of walking on the ceiling by the 
help of atmospheric pressure. 

Of course, Prof. Detntz has a theory of 
his own. It is that every fly carries a quan- 


tity of Spalding’ s PR Glue with him, demo 


by the help of which he sticks his feet fi 
to the ceiling or to the wall and walks safel 
where, were it not for the glue, he would b 
totally unable to walk. This is, in the Pre 
fessor’s opinion, an admirable theory, but 
little examination will show that it is utterly 
untenable. 

Let us suppose.that a fly, intending to 
climb up a smooth and perpendicular sur- 
face—a mirror for example—glues two o 
his fore feet to it, and then pulling his hing 
feet after him glues them also to the mirro 
So far his exploit has been an easy one- 
provided his glue has been of a good quality 
But now, if he intends to pursue his journey} 
he must lift his fore feet and glue them to 
the mirror at a point just above his head 
How is he to do_this? If the glue is stron 
enough to keep him in position in spite oF 
the weight of his body, it is so strong that he q 
cannot wrench his feet loose from the mirrot 
withoutatremendouseffort. Even if we gran 
that he can loosen his feet by sheer musculz 
force, it must take some time to do this and 
to glue himself fast to'a new place. That 
fly should be able to run in such circum 
stances is simply preposterous. It would 
take a fly of average strength fifteen minute 
to creep over a footof perpendicular mirror. 
and two or three hours to cross the ceiling 
of alargé room. We all know that flies cai 
run as rapidly across the ceiling as they 
across atable. This fact completely over- 
throws the theory that they use glue in the 
manner described by Prof. Dernrz, and 
leaves us without any answer whatever to the 
question, How do flies walk on the ceiling ? 


Fortunately, it is not difficult, by invent: 
ing anew theory, to answer this questiony 
The proboscis of the fly is a irene 
strong weapon, ending in a diamond-pointed 
drill. With this he can make a hole in the 
hardest substance with a single blow. 0! 
course, the hole is too small to be seen by 
the human eye, but if the fly makes the hol¢ 
with his proboscis it must be there whethet 
we can see it or not. The instant the hole 
is made the fly inserts one foot in it and 
pulls himself up or along, as the case may 
be, while he makes a new hole with his ro 
boscis. The system is precisely like that i 
use among the Alpine mountaineers, wh 
climb perpendicular walls of ice by cuttin 
holes with an axe and inserting their han 
and feet in the holes.

Considering the growing need in this City 
ofalarger supply of water, the experience whieh 
the people of Boston have met with in supplying a 
similar want should not be without interest. When 
in 1846 the conduit was built from Boston to Lake 
Cochituate, a distance of about eighteen miles, it 
was thought that the supply in the lake wonld be 
sufficient to meet the requirements of Boston un- 
til that city had a population of 800,000 sonls. 
| This calculation did not make sufficlent account 
ofthe waste of water by its users, nor of the in 
crease in the methods of usingit. It became evi 
dent when the eity numbered only a little over 
$00,000 in population? that an increase inthe sun 
ply would be neeessary, and the most economical 
way seemed to be to construct large storage 
basins in the valley of the Sudbury River, near 
Lake Cochituate, and build a new conduit to earry 
the water to Boston. Although this in itself was 
anew system, it was made by attachment to be 
practically an enlargement of the old system, 
foragreat partof the Sadbury River water was 
sent through Lake Cochituate on its way to Bos- 
ton, and both conduits emptied into the same 
reservoirs. Tho improvement involved an ex- 
penditure of nearly $5,000,000, and when it was 
completed the inhabitants of Boston congratulated 
themselves on the certainty of having all the 
water they wanted for a generation tocome. But 
shortly after the new supply was put to use if was 
discovered that the water furnished to the citizens 
had a peculiarly unpleasant taste and smell. This 
soon passed off and then came again, and this 
process was repeated, the period of impurity each 
time increasing in duration. There have been any 
number of investigations made to determine the 
cause of this defect. Prof. Remsen, of Baltimore, 
is thought to have traced it to a sponge-like 
growth which he terms Spongilla fluviatilis, 
but neither he nor any one else has discovered 
the cause of its growth or how the. water 
is to be purified. It seems highly probable 
that it came originally from the newly made 
basins in the valley of the Sudbury River; but 
it has now infected the other ponds so that tho en- 
tire supply is more or less tainted. Tho disad- 
vantage of haying the two systems together in- 
stead of wholly distinct is made obvious by this 
mishap, for if the two supplies had been Kept sep- 
arate, pure water would have been obtainable 
fromone source. Whatthe people of Boston will 
doit is net easy to say. Aspecial commission is 
to be appointed to look into the matter, and its re- 
port will be awaited with much interest. The wa- 
ter, objectionable as it may be for drinking, ig 
suitable for all other purposes. Spring water from 
hundreds of different places is now sent to Boston 
and fs sold by the gallon for household use, and is 
retailed by the tumbler about the streets. It may 
be found necessary to provide an entirely new 
source of supply for drinking water, keeping the 
system wholly independent of the other water sys-

“bacco was first taxed in France in 1621, but in 60 


years tho State assumed the exclusive privilege of 
selling the article and manufacturing it, and made 
itover to the farmer’s-general, who, at tho ou:- 
break of tne Revolution, were paying as much as 
$6,400,000 per annum for their privileges. The. 
State at that period, however, abolished its own 


_| exclusive privilege, and the manufacture and sale 
‘lof tobacco accordingly became free. During 20 
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the State, which still exists as he established it. 
Since 1810 the revenne has steadily increased. In 
1852 it was $25,000,000, in 1862 it was $35,000,000, 
and now it is $50,000,000. For the last five years 
the quantity of tobacco consumed in France is 
reckoned to have been 33,000 tons per annum, 
which is somewhat more than three times as 
much as was consumed half a century earlier.

JOHANN HALBIG. 

Johann Halbig, the celebrated German 
sculptor, died in Berlin yesterday, in the sixty-ninth 
year of his age. Herr Halbig was well known 
through his works, not only in Europe, but in this 
country. He was born in Donnersdorf, Bavaria, 


July 18, 1814, and studied for his profession at the 
Politechnic School of Munich, and the Acade- 
my of Fine Arts inthat city. He beeame a fine 
sculptor, and soon received orders for work, 
not only from his own country, but from 
Austria, Russia, and America. Among 
best known monuments which he designed and 
executed are ‘‘ The Lions,” in the Royal Garden at 
Munich; the group of four lions in the triumphal 
arch in that city; 18 statues in vhe Hall of Liberty 
at Munich; the statue of King Maximilian II., sur- 
rounded by four allegorical figures, at Lindeau; a 
marble group of bathers and allegorical figure of 
North America in this City; a bronze statue of Jo- 
seph, at Pesth, and a figure of Christ crucified for 
the mausoleum of the Prince of Oettingen-Waller- 
stoin. In addition to these he produced a great 
number of monuments for Germany, Belgium, and 
Russia, and itis estimated that his works num- 
hered at least a thousand.

DISCUSSING TARIFF QUESTIONS. 


—— > 
INCREASED DUTY ON HOOP-IRON WANTED— 
DUTY ON SULPHUR ASKED FOR. 

CLEVELAND, Aug. 31.—The Tariff Commis- 
sion was in session here to-day for four hours. 
The first hearing was given to representatives of 
the hoop-iron business, whoss case was stated by 
Joseph D. Weeks, of Pittsburg, and Thomas H. 
Wells, of the Johnstown (Ohio) Rolling Mill. They 
represented 85 hoop-iron manufacturers in differ- 
ent parts of the country. The schedule asked for 
was 114 cents per pound on hoop-iron 8 inches or 
less in width and not thinner than No. 10 wire 
gauge; 114 cents when thinner than No. 10 and not 
thinner than No. 17, and 134 cents when thinner 
than No. 17. Mr. Weeks said these are virtually 
the present rates with gauges and widths some- 
what changed. Less than these rates would not 
afford adequate protection and should not be con- 
sidered. He denied that this duty would be a hard- 
ship to cotton planters, who buy ties at the price 
of iron and sell them at the price of cotton. The 
average price of this is 4 cents a pound, ang of cot- 
ton 1134 cents to that on the cotton crop of 1880. 
The profit to the cotton planters from this source 
was about $5,500,000. 

Mr. Underywsood challenged the witness to point 
out a single case in which the cotton planter got 
paid for iron ties used in baling cotton. 

Mr. Weeks asserted that the fact was universal 


that when a bale is weighed the cotton tie was 
weighed with it. 

Mr. Underwood said: ‘‘Some members of the 
commission think that the great agricultural in- 
terests of the country are entitled to consideration, 
and ought to be fairly treated. The Cotton States 
ought not to be depressed by protective duties un- 
necessarily higb.’’ 

Mr. Weeks, further explaining, said the trouble 
which they wish to remedy is the Treasury ruling 
on the subject of hoop-iron. 

Mr. Wells stated that the existing tarlff law on 
hoop-iron was clear and right, but had been per- 
verted by absurd Treasury rulings which admit 
cotton ties at 35 per cent. ad valorem. Those 
rulings annihilated the home manufacture of cot- 
ton ties and gave the business to England. The 
21 American firms which have been engaged in 
manufacturing them have ceased to make them. 
In order to remedy the evil and guard against 
further misconstruction on the part of Treasury 
Officials the duty ought to be made specific, not ad 
valorem. 

William Wilson and L, Haldeman, of Cleveland, 
representing the Ohio Building and Grindstone 
Company, made statements in favor of continuing 
the existing duties on imported building stone and 
grind-stones. 

George H. Ely, of Cleveland, read a statement in 
the Lake Superior iron ore interest. The repre- 
sentatives of that and other iron oro districts had 
not had any conference as to the rates of duty 
which they would recommend, but would stand 
on the common ground of necessity for some 
duties on iron ore. The total contribution of Lake 
Superior ore to the iron trade of the country from 
1850 to 1881 was over 17,000,000 tons, having a 
market value of about $140,000,000. The capital 
employed in mining iron ore in the Marquette and 
Menominee districts was $50,000,000, and that em- 
ployed in transporting ore to market about $24,- 
000,000, making a total investment of over $75,000,- 
000. Both these mining districts supported 50,000 

eople. This interest asked protection against 
oreign ores on the same grounds and 
for the same reasons that protection is asked on 
the part of the iron manufacturer. He denied that 
there was an insufticient supply of domestic ores of 
the quality requisite fur making Bessemer steel. 
The supply of such ores was abundant, and they 
were distributed in different parts of the country, 
aud reliance upon foreign importations of iron ore 
was out of the question. Home production ought 
to receive every possible encouragement. 
Monopoly ing an article of such inexhaustible sup- 
ply over the entire continent was impossible. The 
capital and labor employed.in the business should 
be allowed, without detriment from foreign 
sources, to work out the necessary and never 
failing result of competition—the cheapening of 
the product. In that direetion only was safety and 
cheap iron. 

John H. Vandyke, of Milwaukee, made a state- 
ment in the same interest, and was questioned as 
to the relative rates of wages in the iron ore dis- 
tricts of this and other countries. In reply to 
questions by Mr. McMahon, he said: “ The present 
tariff on iron ores hardly amounts to anything, as 
the way in which invoices are made out the aver- 
age duty is only 35 centsaton. Foreign ores meet 
them in all the iron manufacturing districts. Out 
of Sthe 400,000 tons of iron ore which were con- 
sumed at the Johnstown Rolling Mill last year not 
more than +76,000 was of home production. The 
duty should be specific, not ad valorem. Anything 
less than a,dollaraton oniron ore would not af- 
ford adequate protection. I do not think that with 
home competition and development such rate of 
duty would inerease the cost of iron to the con- 
sumer.”’ 

Daniel Myers, of the firm of Benton, Myers 
& Co., wholesale druggists, Cleveland, reaa a 
paper in behalf of the sulphur interests of Utah 
and other Western regions where large sulphur 
deposits exist. Crude sulphur, he said, formerly 
paid a duty of $6 a ten, but fs now on the free list. 
Refined sulphur is still subject to a duty of $10 per 
ton, and flowers of sulphur to a duty of $20 and 15 
per cent. ad valorem. These duties are evaded, 
however, by the importation of sulphur of 95 per 
cent. purity as crude sulphur. He therefore asked 
the reimposition of a duty of $6 a tun on crude 
sulphur. With that duty the sulphur mines of this 
country would be developed, foreign sulphur 
driven from the market, and millions now paid for 
it would goto American laborers and American 
railways. He also, as representative of the West- 
ern Wholesale Druggist Association, advocated a 
duty of 10 per cent. on quiniae and the abolition of 
the tax on alcohol used in chemical preparations. 

G. A. Grasseli, of Cleveland, marufacturing 
chemist, corroborated the statement of the last 
witness as to sulphur. 

Joseph B. Merrian, of Cleveland, Vice-President 
of the American Chemical Company, asked that 
if the present duty of 44 cent per pound on soda 
ash should not be increased it should be at least 
continued. He said about 200,000 tons of soda ash 
was consumed annually in this country. It all 
eame from England and could all be supplied by 
this country. 

L. H. Wells. of Cleveland, asked tbat a duty be 
imposed on sugar of milk used in making pepsin, 
#0 that that article could be produced here. The 
importation of it amounts to about $25,000 a year. 

A communication was read from Maxwell Wood- 
hull, of Fargo, Dakota, forwarding and indorsing 
a petition of the North-western farmers that 
steam plows and tackle be admitted free of duty 
for five years. Also,a petition from the Pennsyl- 
vania Salt Company was read against the reduc- 
tion of duties on certain chemicals. The commis- 
sion at 4P. M. adjourned to meet to-morrow at

STAR ROUTE LAW POINTS. 


A PREMATURE ARGUMENT BASED ON TUR- 
NER’S CASE—COUNSEL NOT ALLOWED 
TO SET UP CHARACTERS FOR THE DE- 
FENDANTS, 

Wasuincton, Aug, 31.—In the Criminal 
Court this morning, Mr. Henkle, of counsel for the 
defense, proceeded with his argument. Before ad- 
dressing the jury he called the attention of the 
court to the scheme of the indictment. The Gov- 
ernment had conceded that the branch of the con- 
spiracy which in the indictment had been attribut- 
ed to Turner was not sustained by the proof, and 
he argued that Turner and Turner’s performances 
were a necessary part of the scheme of the indict- 
ment, avd that if the case nad failed as to him it 
had failed as to all. He gave notice that he would 
present a prayer to that effect. A part of the 
scheme was to impose upon the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and that part was attributed solely to Turner. 
The scheme was incomplete without that part and 
must utterly collapse. It was not an immaterial 
part of the scheme, but belonged to the very es- 
sence of it. 

The court inquired whether Mr. Henkle was not 
alittle premature in making his argument. No 


nolle prosequi had been entered as to Turner, nor 
had the jury found a verdict acquitting him. 

Mr. Henkle—Mr. Merrick discharged him from 
the case. 

The Court—No. 

Mr. Henkle—He said what is equivalent, that he 
would ask the jury to return no verdict against 
Turner. 

The Court—Mr. Tarner is entitled to have a ver- 
dict from the at That verdict has not yet been 
rendered, and he is still on trial, and, for aught the 
court can know judicially, the jury may find him 
guilty. Would not the proper time for this argu- 
ment be upon a motion in arrest of judgment ? 

Mr. Henkle—My object now is to persuade the 
court to instruct the jury that, if they find Turner 
is not guilty, pueg must find that the othersare not 
guilty. Mr. Henkle then cited alarge number of 
authorities to show that an indictment for con- 
spiracy must detail with great nicety and partiou- 
Jarity all the means by which the conspiracy was 
to be accomplished, and contended that the pend- 
ing indictment did not set forth these means with 
suflicient precision. : 

The court suggested that in an indictment for 
ities sel 4 it was impossible to set out with an 
particularity of description the means by whic 
the parties proposed to accomplish the conspiracy. 
As to Mr. Henkle’s point in regard to Turner, the 
court said that the Government had acknowledged 
that it had not made out a case against him. The 
question was whether !t was true, as Mr. Henkle 
claimed, that Mr. Turner was an essential part of 
the conspiracy. The other defendants might have 
conspired to have Turner deceive the Postmaster- 
General, and that would be a complete conspiracy. 

Mr. Henkle argued that Turner was as essential 
apart of thescheme of the indictment as Brady 
was. 

The Court—I do not see that. 

Mr. Henkle said he did not contend that an in- 
dictment might not have been framed leaving out 
Turner completely, but, according to the pending 
indictment, when the counsel for the Government 
said * exit Turner,”’ the law said “*exeunt omnes.” 

Mr. Henkle, after various controversies with the 
court as to the construction to be placed on the 
authorities cited, began his address to the jury, 
expressing his regret that his speech would be as 
tiresome asa twice-told tale. Before his entrance 
into this case he had, through & constant perusal 
of the newspapers, supposed that the defendants 
in this case were respectable free-booters, as ready 
to crack Uncle Sam’s crib as were the road agents 
of the far West to despoil his mail-coaches. He 
had known none of the defendants personally 
until about two months ago. Mr. Ker had asked 
who Harvey M. Vaile was. He was a man of the 
highest character for integrity. There was no 
justification for Mr. Merrick’s characterization of 
Vaile as athief andarobber. Vaile was the peer 
of Mr. Merrick or any other man in this presence 
for integrity and honor. As to Miner, he (Mr. 
Henkle) knew him to be neither a thief nor a rob- 
ber nor a dishonest man. 

Mr. Ker interrupted, and asked for a ruling of 
the court as to whether counsel could set upa 
character for the defendants. 

The court replied that one of the rules to be ob- 
served was that a counsel should never put in his 
own statement as evidence. Counsel ought not to 
throw the weight of his own character into the 
jury box. 

Mr. Totten suggested that the objection came 
with a bad grace from Mr. Ker. 

The Court—We are not deciding questions of 
grace, 

Mr, Henkle—I want to ng | in self-justification, 
that I am but following the line marked out by the 
counsel for the Government. 

The court thought that Mr. Henkle had gone be- 
yond that line. The Government counsel had been 
pretty free with epithets, but they had professed 
to found their denunciations on the evidence in 
the case. 

Mr. Henkle then proceeded to criticise the prac- 
tice of the prosecution in vilifying the defendants, 
insisting that brave men oughé never to pursue 
such acourse. The only solution for this method 
of peseading on the part of the prosecution was 
that they had not made out their case. They dis- 
played their anger because they saw that their vic- 
tims were escaping them. 

After the recess Mr. Henkle addressed himself to 
a consideration of the amount and kind of testi- 
mony which, in a crimiral case, can justify a ver- 
dict of guilty. The presumption of innocence was 
a strong one, and not only must it be overcome, 
but the evidenee relied upon must be so 
strong as to eliminate from the minds of 
the jury any trace of a reasonable doubt. 
The prosecution had taunted the defense with re- 
lying upon technicalities. The defense needed no 
technicalities to support it, because there had been 
no proof advanced of the guilt of the defendants, 
Yet, acriminal indictment was the most technical 
of all instruments known to the law, and its tech- 
nicalities were the bulwarks of the people's liber- 
ty. If Brady had abused his trust, the Govern- 
ment had its remedy ina civil action; but unless 
he (Mr. Henkle) was insane, the Government had 
hopelessly, fatally, finally failed in this case. The 
saine was true of Vaile. If the Government 
brought a civil sult against Vaile, the judgment re- 
covered against him would be responded to in 
dollars to the last farthing; and he (Mr. Henkle) in- 
vited, nay, he challenged, the Government to the {s- 
sue; the ordinary instruments of law had been set 
aside in this case. The District Attorney had been 
set aside, and Messrs. Ker, Bliss. and Merrick em- 
ployed, while the District Attorney went afishing. 
These high-priced lawyers cost money, thousands 
of dollars, probably hundreds of thousands. He 
hoped that they did, for if the Government of the 
United States was fool enough to embark in such 
a wild goose chase as this he did not care what it 
cost. 


The court then adjourned until to-morrow, when, 


Mr. Henkle will resume his address.

7BARBED WIRE FENCE PATENTS.

LITIGATION BEGUN IN CHICAGO REGARDING 
ROYALTIES ON BARB WIRE. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—Phe Crandal Manu- 
facturing Company of this city filed a bill in the 
Circuit Court to-day against the Washburn & 
Moen Manufacturing Company, of Massachusetts. 
The complaint claims that in January, 1881, the 
company obtained the exclusive right to make and 
sell ‘‘champion barbed wire.”’ It then refers to long 
proceedings of the Washburn and Moen Company 


in the United States Circuit Court, by which 
that company obtained adecree against about 40 
manufacturers of barbed wire fences. From that 
decree Jacob Haisch took an appeal, but a stipula- 
tion was entered into with the other manufactur- 
ers whereby they should be granted a license to 
manufacture the wire upon payment to the Wash- 
burn &§Moen Company of damages to the amount 
of 60 cents per 100 pounds for all wires made in the 
past in infringement of ithe company’s patent, 
and upon payment of a royalty of 60 cents per 100 
pounds for all wire made in the future. The com- 
pany agreed. on its pert, to make a rebate on the 
royalty if the Thorn Wire Hedge Company or 
Joseph F, Siddin ever made a reduction in the 
royalty which they demanded of the Wash- 
burn and Moen Company. It further agreed 
that if any of tho licenses had valuable 
patents for improvements, these should be assigned 
to defendant, and thata rebate, not to exceed 10 
per cent., should be allowed or damages for past 
infringements of defendant’s rights. Actiag upon 
these pledges, the complainant assigned its right to 
the champion barbed wire patent, and it was 
allowed a rebate of 10 per cent. on past dam- 
ages and given a license containing the same 
terms as other licenses. The complainant now 
charges that Jacob B. Haisch has been induced to 
give up his appeal and has made a secret settle- 
ment with the defendant on more favorable terms 
than the other licenses obtained. Instead of pay- 
ing 60 cents per 100 pounds damages for past, and 
a royalty of 75 cents per 100 pounds for new, wire, 
(as others have to,) he has been released from all 
past damages, exempted from paying royalty on 
the first 4,000 tons of wire, and only has to pay 50 
cents royalty on the second 4,000 tons. The com- 
piainant says that, under the agreement, it should 
have an equality of favorableterms. It charged 
that the Thorn Wire Hedge sr and Joseph 
F. Sidden, discontinued the collection of royalty 
from the Washburn & Moen Company on 8,000 
tons, but an equal rebate had not been allowed the 
licensees of the latter. The defendant has licensed 
the Hasard Company to manufacture wire under 
the complainant’s patent, but has not, as required 
by the license, made a rebate to the complainant 
of the royalty collected from it. The defendant 
threatens to revoke its license to the complainant 
for non-payment of its royaity, which it has ob- 
jected tc because the defendant has not kept its 
part of the contract. For these reasons an injunc- 
tion and other relief are prayed for.

QZITTLE LIZZIE SELDEN RESCUED 
FROM HER ABDUCTOR. 

HIER JOY AT MEETING HER FATHER—CON- 
TRADICTORY STORIES TOLD BY THE 
WOMAN WHO KIDNAPPED THE CHILD— 
A TALX WITH THE PRISONER. 

Acting on information received from a man 
Bamed Charles McLaughlin, Detective Thomas 
Shaughnessy went to the house at No. 122 Park- 
‘avenue, Brooktyn, at about 7 o’elock yesterday 
morning, and there found Lizzie Selden in bed 
with her abductor. Both were taken without de- 
lay to the Fourth Precinct Station-house, and a 
messenger was sent to inform the father of the 
child of its recovery. Mr. Selden reached the sta- 
tion-house in a few minntes, and. on seeing his 
child, he was fairly transported with joy. He 
reried and laughed by turns, and it was some mo- 
;ments before he could compose himself sufficiently 
‘to speak. The child clung to her father, and re- 
‘turned his embraces with passionate earnestness. 
She asked to be taken to her “‘ mamma,” and seemed 
impatient until her father put her in a carriage and 
drove herhome. The officers gathered in the sta- 
tion-house, who are supposed to be proof against 
emotion of all kinds, were deeply moved by the 
meeting between the father and his child. 

The facts which led to the recovery of the child 
and the arrest of the woman were furnisked in 
part by McLaughlin and in part by the Police. The 
mame of the woman who kidnapped Lizzie Selden 
is Margaret Keppel, and she resides at No. 122 
‘Park-avenue with hermother. McLaughlin resides 
in the same house. About 10 o’clock on Monday 
might McLaughlin met Maggie Keppel, as he calls 
her, at the corner of Park-avenue and North Ox- 
ford-street. He went with her to a saloon, 
where he had a giass of beer and she had 


a sherry cobbler. The bartender asked her if she 
wanted a straw, to which she replied, ‘Ob yes, I 
‘want all the fixings.” 

After wandering about Brooklyn for some time, 
she proposed to McLaughlin that she should go to 
New-York witn him. They crossed the Catharine 
ferry. and waiking up to Oliver-street, took a 
Second-avenue car. She told MeLaugblin that 
she was going to a house in Twentieth-street. 
When they reached Twentieth-street she said that 
the house she was going to wes her sister's, and 
that it was in Twenty-sixth-street. McLaughlin 
‘went to Twenty-sixth-street with her, and then 
seeing that she wanted to be rid of him, bade 
her good-night. As to her wanderings af- 
ter that she tells a number of different 
stories. To Superintendent Campbell yesterday 
she said that she waiked about the streets all 
night, and g the morning went to Rockaway. 
She then corrected herself and said that she went 
to Fort Lee. She denied being with McLaughlin 
on Monday night. and said that = she 
went to New-York by herself to see 
na lady friend. The Superintendent asked 
her where her friend lived, and she replied in Madi- 
son-street. When asked her friend’s name she 
paid it was Madison, but hurriedly added, * Oh, 
you need'nt go look for her, because she has 
moved away from there since.”” To a question as 
to what induced her to steal the child, she indig- 
nantly replied tiat she had not stolen it; that she 
had found it in Henry-street, New-York, when she 
went to see her friend, and took it for safe keep- 
ing, meaning to hand it over to the Police. About 
two hours before her conversation with the Super- 
intendent she admitted at the Fourth Precinct Sta- 
tion-house that she had taken the child from in 
front of Mr. Selden’s residence. 

As soon as the woman was taken to the station- 
house she was recognized as a person who was ar- 
rested about six months ago for larceny, and sent 
to the House of the Good Shepherd.

hat she went tc Jersey ‘‘ity on Tuesday 
night or early on Wedresdav morning is clearly 
established by the story of the young man Collins, 
who accompanied her to the Cortiandt-street ferry 
from his mother’s boarding-house jin Catharine- 
egee this City. where she had applied for lodg- 
ng. , Collins identitied her yesterday morning, and 
itis pretty certain that she remained in Jersey 
City allof Wednesday, returning to Brooklyn on 
that night between ll and 120 clock. McLaugh- 
lin, when he read the papersoa Tuesday, called 
at the Fourth Precinct Siation- house and asked 
for Detective Shaughnessy, whom he knew, in 
prder to tell him thst he believed Maggie Kep- 

el was the woman wanted by the Police. 
Shaughnessy was at work on the case, and 
McLaughtin was not able to see him until Wednes- 
Gay. When the detective nad heard McLaughlin's 
story, although the description of the woman .did 
not correspond at all with the published descrip- 
tion, he became satisfied that Muggie Keppel was 
the person wanted. McLaughlin described the 
child pretty accurately. He bad heard it call Mag- 
gie Keppel “auntie,” and believing that the little 
one really was the giiis niece he did not 
on first reading the papers cenzect her with the 
missing Lizzie Selden. Shaughnessy had reason 
to believe that the officers at werk in Jersey City 
were on the right track, but he determined to set 
&% watch on the woman’s home in Park-avenue. 
He instructed McLaughlin to go home and to re- 
port at once if Maggie came »ack. McLaughlin 
went home and spent a sleepless nignt. He thought 
that ne heurd the voice of Maggie’s mother upraid- 
ee her daughter, but he was no* sure that the Jat- 

er had reached home untii after 6 o’clock yester- 

day morniog. He then went to the Fourth Precinct 

tation- house and informed Shaughnessy. 

he detective ‘hastened te No. 122 Park- 
mvenue and went directly into the apart- 
ments occupied by the Keppels. ‘The old woman 

ked him if Maggie had done anything particu- 
ar, and then added: “I suppose you have come 
Bbeout that child she brought home last night.” 
Shaughnessy made his way into a bedroom, the 
door of which stood partially open, and found 
Lizzie Selden in bed with Maggie Keppel. Carry- 
ing the child into the outer room to be dressed by 
the mother of Maggie Keppei, ihe officer ordered 
the latter to get up and accompany bim to the sta- 
tion-house. She did so leisure:y, and appeared to 
be indignant when informed tLet she was under 
Rirest for stealing the chiid. 

The news of the finding of Lixzie Selden spread 
rapidly, and a crowd followed the oflicer with his 
prisoner through the streets. At the station-louse 
another crowd had collected. When Shaughnessy 
entered carrying the child, Sergt. Carpenter. who 
‘was at the desk, cried out: ‘Hallelujah!’ and 
something very like a cheer went up from the de- 
tectives who were in the room. The little giri, 
who seemed to be in excellent health and 
spirits, stretched out her arms to Maggie 
Keppel, and refused to leave the woman 
until the arrival of Mr. Selden. Capt. 
Wilmarth tried to take her from the woman, but 
the little one said she wanted to stay with her 
**auntie.”” Maggie Keppel seemed to be quite 
satisfied with her own conduct. She said that she 
had treated the child kindiy, and deserved to be 
rewarded. When Mr. Selden started to carry 
Lizzie away the woman Keppel, addressing the 
little one, said, ** Aren’t you going to kiss me ’” Mr. 
Selden became enraged at what seemed to him the 
woman’s cool effrontery, and he threatened her 
— condign punishment if she ,came near the 
child. 

In the hearing of the father the woman admitted, 
jt is said, to Capt. Wilmarth, that she had taken 
Lizzie from in front of Mr. Seldon’s house, in Car!l- 
Lon-avenue, and in part corroborated Freddie 
Bherwood's story, She said that she had left Jer- 
Bey City between 9 and 10 o'clock Wednesday 
night, and crossed the Cortiandt-street ferry to 
New-York. She then took the cross-town cars to 
Grand-street, crossed the ferry to the foot of 
Broadway, Williamsburg, and next took the Brook- 
lyn cross-town cars, which left her at her own 
deor. It iscertain that she was in New-Jersey on 
Wednesday, aud the Police were very close on her 
track when she left, but it yet remains to be ex- 
plained how she got from New-Jersey over the 
Cortlandt-street ferry, and then over the Grand- 
ptreet ferry, when all these ferries were supposed 
ko be closely watched by the Police. When ar- 
rested she had no money, nor did she haye any to 
pay for the meal of which she partook in a restau- 

t to which she was traced in Jersey City on 
yednesday. It seems somewhat strange that she 
was able to return to Brooklyn by the route which 
she a to have taken with no money in her 
cket. 
Prom the Fourth Precinct Station-house the 
prisoner was taken to Police Head-quarters. Her 
mother accompanied her, and appeared anx- 
§ous to afford the Police all the information in 
her possession. The prisoner told Superintendent 
Campbell a number of different stories about her 
movements, but adhered to the statement made to 
Detective Shaughnessy that she ‘found the child 
n New-York. She denied having said at the Fourth 
recinct Station-house that she bad taken the child 
from in front of Mr. Selden’s huuse. Her answers, 
however, about everything were so contradictory 
that no statement that she makes can be relied on 
unless jit is corroborated by others. At one 
time she said that she did not know 
McLaughlin’s name, and almost in the next breath 
she spoke of him as “ Charlie,’’ and said she had 
met him in New-York on Tuesday night. She in- 
sisted that she only had the child in her possession 
oue day and night. The slightest intimation that 
she stole the child brought from her indignant de- 
nials. To Superintendent Campbell she said that 
if she intended to steal the child she would not 
have ridden about with it in the cars in Brooklyn. 
She claimed to have asked Lizzie repeatedly where 
she lived, and if she knew any of the persons 
‘whom they met in the cars. 

The prisoner, in answer to the usual questions as 
to her age. said that she was 22 years old, single, 
and that she formerly worked folding or pasting 
envelopes for aman named Reynolds in Fulton- 
Btreet, New-York. Mr. Reynolds, she said, went to 
Boston four years ago, and since that time she 
has not worked at any regular occupation. 
After her pedigree had been recorded, she was 
taken before Alderman McCarthy, who is sitting 
for Justice Walsh, and a formal complaint was 

referred against her of abducting and detaining 
Lizzie Selden. She pleaded not guilty through a 

wyer who spoke to her after she was taken to 
court. The prisoner nodded familiarly to District 
‘Attorney Backus, who secured her conviction tor 
my on the 18th of jast May. She was then 
Bentenced to six months in the House of the 
Good Shepherd. Alderman McCarthy committed 
the er to Raymond-Street Jail without bail, 
until Tuesday next, when she will be produced in 
court for examination. Mr. Selden was present in 
‘court during the proceedings. 
| A Tuwts revorter called at Mr. Selden’s house for 
the p’ of getting some account of the child’s 
with her abductor. but the family phv- 


sician had given orders that no one was to be per- 
mitted to see or speak with Lizzie for a day or two. 
The little one was suffering from nervous prostra- 
tion, ana complete rest was deemed absolutely 
necessary for her safety. Members of Mr. Selden’s 
a told the reporter that Lizzie said she had 
been kindly treated by the woman who teok her 
away. The child sald that she had been brought to 
seven stores in Brooklyn, and that the woman had 
given her something out of a bottle to arink that 
made her go to sleep. 

A circumstance tiuat attracted some little atten- 
tion was that while Maggie Keppei_bears no re- 
semblance whatever to the published description 
of the woman who stole the child, her mother 
answers the description very fully. Mrs. Keyvel 
has the reputation of being a hard-working, re- 
spectable woman. She is a widow, aud lives 
with her son, who is married and has two culldren, 
and her daughter Maggie at No. 122 Park-avenue. 
Some of the Brooklyn Police in Jersey City were 
at work on the case this morning after the child 
had been found. Superintendent Campbell be- 
heves that Maggie Keppel is of unsound mind and 
not responsible for her actions. 

After Maggie Keppel had been loeked up in the 
Raymond-Street Jail a reporter of Tur Tiwes pald 
her a visit. She had just taken leave of her coun- 
sel, who had cautioned her ‘‘not to talk.” On 
being assured, however, that the more light she 
threw on the matter at this time the better it 
would be for her case, she consented to tell her 
story. *“‘I had been over to New-York to see 
some friends,” she said, ‘“‘no matter who 
they were. I don’t want to make them 
trouble. was on my way home to 
m mother's house when I heard a little 
child crying. I could just hear her, and that was 
all. Ilooked down at her anda said: * What is the 
matter?’ She said: ‘I want to gohome.’ I said: 
‘Where do you live? She said: ‘New-York,’ or 
something like that, and then she hung on to my 
skirts and called me ‘auntie.’ I made up my mind 
that I would take her home with me and then see 
what todo. What time was it? Well, it was after 
dark; Idon’t just remember what time. It was 
on Monday night. I found her on Henry-street. 
It was near a little church near Pike-street, I think. 
I took her with me to the Grand-street ferry, and 
then took a car and went home. 

**Did I meet Charlie McLaughlin? Who told 
ou that? Yes, I did meet him, but I don't think 
1im proper company for me, and I got rid of him 
as soon asI could. Yes, I did turn back to New- 
York and go with him “2 Second-avenue. As 
soon a8 I could I got rid of him and went home. 
Tne next morning I went to Jersey City, and then 
to Fort Lee. I came back to New-York that night, 
and gave the little girl some supper in 
a restaurant on one of the avenues, We 
got off the boat at Twenty-second-street, and 
we went to a restaurant near there. I wanted to 
give the little girl a good time, and I don’t think 
they are doing right to lock me up with those 
creatures, ac to,the women in the ‘ ten- 
day’ house.| She was just as good with me as she 
could be. Where wasl Tuesday night? I was in 
the ferry-house at Jersey City. There was a bright 
light there, and it was comfortable. I was afraid 
to go home, it was so late when I got 
there. I did not find the little girl in 
Brooklyn at _ aill. I had not read the 
papers, and did not know that they were looking 
for the child. I have not worked for four months. 
Iused to work at making envelopes {n Chureh- 
street, near Greenwich, New-York. I don't re- 
member the name of the firm. They were two 
brothers and they were always quarreling. I be- 
lieve they have sold out. Since I left there I have 
lived with my mother. I have not been well.’”’ She 
said, in conclusion: *‘ For two years, ever since the 
death of my sister and the death of my two breth- 
ers, makes me feel so bad that I almost forget who 
Iam sometimes.” 

The girl said she was 21 years old, and was not 
married. She is about 5 feet 4 inches in height, 
and well proportioned. She has blue eyes and a 
clear, open couatenance. Her hair is brown, and 
she wearsit neatly braided and fastened up _ be- 
hind and crimped in front. The crimps are con- 
fined by an invisible net. She wore a black merino 
dress trimmed with black fringe and black lace. A 
black lace scarf was thrown over her sboulders 
and confined in front and back at the belt.» At her 
throat she wore a silver bar-brooch. In converaa- 
tion she epoke distinctly, but she frequently 
paused and gazed at the floor as though her mem- 
ory tailed her. 

Mrs. Edward J. Coffey, of No. 431 East Seventy- 
sixth-street, isa sister of Maggie Keppel. She and 
her husband were at home last evening when a 
Times reporter called onthem. They expressed 
surprise upon being informed that Maggie was in 
~ for stealing a child. ** What did they want to 
ock her up for?’ said Mrs. Coffey. ‘She surely 
had no intention of stealing the child.”’ Her hus- 
band smiled at his wife's innocence. “I have 
always thought Maggie was not quite In her right 
mind,’ he said. *‘We have not seen anything of 
her since last June. She was always of a peripa- 
tetic disposition, wandering away from her 
mother’s house and not turning up for days. She 
used to work in an envelope manufactary in 
Church-street, but she bas not worked there for 
several months.”” Commenting on the girl's state- 
ment that she picked up the child in Henry. near 
Pike street, in this City, Mr. Coffey said that it was 
“not singular that she should have been in that 
neighborhood, if her story is true, for her family 
formerly lived in Columbia-street before they 
moved to Brooklyn.”

A PHYSICIAN'S SUDDEN DEATH. 
TAKEN ILL WHILE OUT FOR A DRIVE AND 

DYING IN ANOTHER PHYSICIAN'S OFFICE. 

While driv-ng in his carriage on Fulton- 
street, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, Dr. Albert E. 
Sumner, a well-known homeopathic physician of 
that city, was suddenly taken ill. He felt that the 
illness was serious, and directed his servant to 


drive with all speed to the house of Dr. J. Lester 
Keep, at No. 400 Clinton-avenue, which was near 
by. Dr. Sumner had. sufficient strength to get out 
of his carriage and stagger into Dr. Keep's 
office. Dr. Keep administered such remedies 
as the case called for, but Dr. Sumner was un- 
able to retain any medicine in his stomach. 
Within a few minutes he became unconscious and 
died in less than half an bour. Several physicians 
were summoned by Dr. Keep before Dr. Sumner's 
death, but they were powerless to save his life. 
Death, it is believed, resulted from apoplexy. Dr. 
Sumner was about 45 years of age, a man of tull 
habit, and apparently in robust health when 
taken ill. His family, who are in the country, 
were informed by telegraph of his death.

THAT SUIT AGAINST THE POSTMASTER. 

In reply to inquiries concerning the suit 
brought against him by persons claiming to com- 
pose the firm of J. W. Wilson & Co., for detention 
of letters, a notice of which appeared in Tue 
Times of yesterday, Postmaster Pearson stated 
that be considers he has a perfect defense, his 
action in the matter having been in strict accord- 


ance with the postal laws and regulations which 
require Postmasters, whenever they have reason 
to suppose that a fictitious address 1s assumed for 
the purpose of carrying on a systematic swindle 
through the mails, to demand identification 
of the claimants of mail matter to such 
addresses before delivery. In this case facts 
had come to his knowledge tending to show that 
the firm name of J. W. Wilson & Co., an old estab- 
lished and respectable house, had been assumed 
for such fraudulent purposes by a person hav- 
ing no right to it, and therefore made the 
usual request for identification. In response 
to this a person then calling himself J. L. 
Stevens, but who In the subsequent law proceed- 
ings figures as Amos Stevens, appeared, accom- 

anied by ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer as counsel, 
but failea to present satisfactory evidence of the 
existence of any such person as “J. W. Wilson,”’ 
though he claimed that he was his partner, and was 
told that the letters would be delivered at once 
if Wilson, or even a letter from him, could be pro- 
duced. Stevens said he did not know where his 
alleged partner was. Delivery was refused, and 
subsequently letters were received by the Post- 
master from persons in other cities who had 
shipped goods on the order of “J. W. Wilson & 
Co.,”” (under the impression that they were the 
well-known nierchants of that name,) and had been 
unable to obtain payment forthem. Mr. Pearson 
expressed himself as ready and anxious fora 
speedy trial of the case, and claims that he will be 
able to show that he has simply done his duty in 
accordance with law and in the interest of reput- 
able merchants whose credit is liable to injury 
through the assumption of their firm names by irre- 
sponsible parties.

LIVELY DEALINGS IN PRODUCE. 
Dealings on the Produce Exchange yester- 
day were marked by considerable excitement 
on the settlement of August contracts. Au- 
gust corn was forced up to $1 per bushel, and 


about 120,000 bushels were sold at that price. 
Numerous heavy settlements were also reported 
at the same figure. Late in the day the demand 
virtually disappeared for spot delivery and the 
market broke, remaining very weak, with odd 
lots selling at 92 cents. At the close ‘no bids 
were obtainable. The option list, aside from 
August, fluctuated little and business was light. 
Oats were very active, interest centring in August 
deliveries, which, as anticipated, were exceedingly 
large. It was reported that they exceeded 500,000 
bushels. There was a marked decline in price, 
August selling down from 51% cents on Wednes- 
day to 47 cents. The closing contracts were. at 
4734 cents. In other forward deliveries business 
was fair at a decline from 4% to % vent per 
bushel, closing with steadiness. Spot oats, 
both white and mixed, sold much _low- 
er than previous pees the market. being 
very unsettled though closing stronger. 
Speculative trading was heavy in wheat. Early in 
the day sellers were much more numerous than 
buyers, and prices were knocked down from % to 
14 cents per bushel. During the late hours, how- 
ever, the market hardened, and recovered from 4% 
tolcent. There was a falling off in spot trading. 
Ocean freights were weak. Room to London was 
offered unchanged at 5d., with bids lower. Glas- 
‘ow was lower, at 34d. As bearing upon the specu- 
ative condition of the market considerable interest 
centred in the changes in. visible supply. Late in 
the day it appeared that there was a big decrease 
in wheat and a heavy increase in corn and oats.

Among the members of the British team that are 
coming over several have won important prizes at 
shooting matches athome. Sir Heary Halford won 
the Duke of Cambridge prize in 1871, for the 1,000 
yards’ distance, scoring 28 out of a possible 40 
points, on the old target. He won this prize again 
in 1875, after the adoption of the new target, and 
then his score was 55 out of a possible 75. Major 
Pearse won the St. Martin’s Cup in 1875, scoring 
30 out of 35 points at 600 yards. ‘The same year 
he also won the gold medal of the Queen’s prize, 
scoring 74 out of a possible 105 iu the 800, 900, and 
1,000 yards’ distances. In the Pavilion match, in 
1880, distance 800 yards, out of a possible 35 points 
Pearse scored 82. Inthe Pigo, Wilkes, and Law- 
rence match the same year, 800 yards’ distance, he 
scored 38 out of a possible 35. McVittie won the 
St. George’s Challenge Vase at Wimbledon in 1874, 
when he made the full score of a possible 35 
points at 500 yards. In 1878 he won the Olympic 
match at 600 yards, scoring 33 out of a possible 
35. In the Secretary for War’s prize, in 1880, 
out of a possible 35, at 900 yards, he 
scored 31. In the second stage of the Queen's 
prize match in 1880 his score was 61 out of a 
possible 105, and In the Pigo, Wilkes, and Lawrence 
match of that year, at 800 yards, his score was 33 
out of a possible 85. Humphrey won the Duke of 
Cambridge prize in 1877, scoring 53 out of a possi- 
ble 75, and won it again In 1880, with 60 out of a 
possible 75 points. In 1871 he won the Queen's 
prize at the 800, 900, and 1,000 yards’ ranges; his 
score then was 68 out of a possible 74. In the 
Secretary for War's prize match in 1480 he scored 
34 out of a possible 35 at 900 yards. In the grand 
aggregate in 188) he stood eleventh, his score in 
the 200, 500, and 600 yards’ ranges being 322 out of a 
possible 385. Of the other members of the British 
team, Bates, in the Imternational match of 1880, at 
200, 500, and 600 yards made a score of 89 out of a 
possible 105; Parry made 84, and Goodear 83. In 
the Pavilion match, In 1880, at 800 yards’ distance, 
out of a possibile 105, Parry scored 84 and Goodear 
83. In the Queen’s Cup match, in 1880, at 800, 900, 
and 1,000 yards’ distance, out of a possible 105, 
Cauldwell scored 60 and Parry 47. 

Two batteries of the National Guard were prac- 
ticing at Creedmoor yesterday, the Second Bat- 
tery of the First Division, of New-York, in com- 
mand of Lieut. Harrison, and the Third Battery of 
Second Division, of Brooklyn, under command of 
Capt. Rasquin. In the second class 21 men of the 
Second Battery shot, and 15 men qualitied for the 
marksman's badge, at 100 and 250 yards. Inthe 
first class, at 200 and 800 yards, 19 out of & men 
qualified. In volley firing, 21 men had 211 points, 
and in file firing, 150 points. Of the Third Battery, 
8 out of 13 men qualified in the second class, and 5 
in the first. In volley firing 13 men had 137 points, 
and in file firing, 141 polnts.

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LIFE-BUOYS ASHORE. 
SPECULATING UPON THE SAFETY OF A VESSEL 
WHICH SAILED FOR NEW-ORLEANS, 

A dispatch received in this City yesterday 
set forth that on the previous day two life-buoys 
marked “ Rouen, Havre,”’ and two fenders marked 
“RR” on the ends and 41" onthe sides had been 
picked up on the extreme point of the Fire Island 


beach, near the inlet. These bad evidently been 
washed ashore but a short time previous, and 
, doubtless belonged te rome vessel. At first it was 
feared that a ship had been lost in that vicinity, 
but as no pieces of wreckage came ashore the peo- 
ple along the beach concluded that the life-puoys 
and fenders had merely been lost overboard. The 
vessel to which these probably belonged was the 
French steam-ship Rouen, which left this port for 
New-Orleans last Tuesday morning. The Rouen is 
anew steamer which was recently built at La 
Seyne, France. Her owners are merchants of 
Havre, and she is one of the vessels of the ‘*Com- 
pagnie Commerciale de Transports a Vapeur Fran- 
gais,’’ of which Messrs. Lyon & Co., of No. 4 Bowl- 
ing Green, are the New-York agents. She arrived 
here from Havre on _ her first trip about 
10 days ago. She {ts regarded as a thoroughly 
stanch steamer, and is cemmanded by Capt. 
Ruellen, an experienced French shipmaster. The 
Rouen was built in water-tight compartments, and 
measures 2,670 tons. Her dimensions are: Length, 
377 feet, breadth of beam 40 feet, and depth of hold 
$1 feet. She took on board a general cargo at 
Martin’s stores, in Brooklyn, and passed Sandy 
Hook on her way to sea on Tuesday morning, 
about 24 hours before the buoys and fenders were 
found on Fire Island beach. The weather was 
fine when she sailed, and it is scarcely 
possible that any vessel was lost in this neighbor- 
hood owing to stress of weather on Tuesday last 
or on the following morning. Mr. Edward Lyon, 
of Messrs. Lyon & Co., the agents of the Rouen, is 
at present in Boston, but a steam-ship man of ex- 
perience said last evening that if there had been 
any accident to the Rouen it was of a trifling na- 
ture, Had she been in collision with another 
vessel pieces of wreckage would have come ashore 
with the buoys and fenders. These might have 
fatlen overboard or been* washed from the deck. 
When a man falls overboard from a steamer his 
shipmates are apt to throw him a life-buoy or 
fender or whatever else of a floatable nature is at 
hand. In this instance a man may have fallen 
overboard and the buoys and fenders may have 
been thrown into the water for him to cling to 
until a boat coula be lowered.

THE IMMIGRATION DURING AUGUST. 

During the past month 28,181 immigrants 
were landed at Castle Garden, as against 33,840 tor 
the month of August, 1881. The decrease from last 
year for August causes considerable surprise among 
the Castle Garden officials, who seem unable to 
account forit. The falling off in immigration was 
large last year during the harvesting months, but 
was not so great as it has been this season. Early 
in the present year each month showed a large in- 
crease over the corresponding time last year. Dur- 
ing the eignt months of the present year which 
have passed 343,641 immigrants passed through 
Castle Garden, and during the same tinie last year 
$10,477. showing an increase of 33,164 for this year, 
notwithstanding the recent falling off. Some 
doubt has been expressed as tothe ability of the 
Commissioners of Emigration to run Castle Garden 
on the proceeds of the head money tax if the fall- 
ing off in immigration should continue. Yesterday 
the steam-ship Suevia, from Hamburg, landed 723 
immigrants. Among these was a party of German 
farmers and their families, numbering about 50 per- 
sons, all told, who intend to found a colony in the 
north-western portion of Minnesota.

JACOB STEMPEL’S RAGE. 

Jacob Stempel, of No. 127 Van Winkle- 
street, Jersey City, was before Justice Stilsing 
yesterday, charged with having inflicted five stab- 
wounds upon his brother-tn-law, John Botts.

when drunk, went home on Wednesday night and 
drove his wife from the house. She took refuge in 
Botts’s house, and shortly afterward Stempel 
went there, armed with « carving-knife and with 
the avowed intention of killing his wife.

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A YACHT-RACE 1N THE BAY. 
THE MISTAKE BEATING THE MARY KEEGAN 
AND THE MIMIC. 


A 20-mile race for $50 sweepstakes each 
between three open-decked sloop-yachts—the Mis- 
take, the Mary Keegan, and the Mimic—was sailed 
yesterday over a course from Bates’s float, at the 
foot of Thirty-seventh-street, South Brooklyn, 
around the Robbin’s Reef buoy to a stake-boat off 
Coney Island Point, thence back to Bates’s float, 


;and over the same course back to the starting 


point again. The race was the outcome of acontest 
between the same yachts over the same course one 
week before, which was called off, as neither of 


the three yachts made the distance within six 


hours. The Mistake is 27 feet and 1 inch in length, 
is clinker-built, and was sailed by Capt. David 
Snedecker. 
three inches longer, and are smooth-built. The for- 
mer was sailed by Capt. Andrew Stebbins, and the 
latter bv Capt. Isaac McGiehan. Wind and tide 
were favorable for the race when the preparatory 
gun was fired at 1:15 yesterday afternoon. At 
1:23:06 the starting gun boomed, and the three 
yachts, with all sail set, went over the line, before 
a fresh southerly breeze, in fine style. The Mistake 
lead, followed closely by the Mimic, with the Mary 
Keegan in the rear, at 1:32:53, 1:33:16, and 1:33:35, 
respectively. The Mistake began to gain on the 
other yachts as they bowled down Gowanus Bay, 
for the Keegan was badly ballasted and the 
Mimic leaked slightly, and they rounded 
the buoy at Robbin’s Reef in the following 
order and time: Mistake, 2:51:50; Mimio, 2:52:30, 
and Keegan, 2:52:32. From the reef to Coney Is!- 
and Point the yachts sailed close-hauled, with the 
breeze on the starboard quarter, and at Owl’s 
Head, in the Narrows, about a mile and a half 
trom Fort Lafayette, narrowly escaped fouling 
with a brace of mud-scows, which, escorted by a 
tug, were drifting placidly toward the happy 
dumping-ground. The Mistake increased her lead 
by making a daring cut across to windward, 
but the other yachts just escaped being 
‘*nooketed” by tacking and putting about. After 
some able swearing from those on the two yachts 
and the referee’s steamer, the scows came to a 
stand-still; and, with a loss of half a minute 
each, the Mimic and Keegan sped on after the 
Mistake, which rounded the stake-boat at Coney 
Island Point at 2:47:35. The Mimic and Keegan 
contested this turn desperately, but the Jatter 
finally got the lead and turned at 2:49:22, the latter 
rounding at 2:49:50. A pleasant diversion was cre- 
ated at this juncture on the referee’s boat, by the 
mate falling overboard while attempting to trans- 
fer a fraction of a gallon of applejack from his 
exterior to his interior. 

The yachts started back before the wind, flying, 
but before they were through the Narrows the 
breeze died into a zephyr, but freshened at Fort 
Lafayette. The Mistake led here by three minutes, 
and at Owl’s Head the three yachts ran in close to 
the shore where the Mimic and Keegan began to 
close up the distance between them and the Mis- 
take, finally taking the wind out of her sails, and 
getting up to within 30 seconds of her. In 
this order they finished the first half of the 
race rounding Bate’s float at 8:51:30, 3:53:14, 
and 3:53:30. The Mimic, which made the turn last, 
got her boom into the water as she swung round, 
and only escaped capsizing by a miracle. The sail 
back over the course was interesting, but unevent- 
ful, as the yachts maintained the same relative or- 
der, with occasional skirmishes between the Kee- 
ganand Mimic. They crossed the Robbin’s Reef 
buoy—the Mistake at 4:09:50, the Keegan at 4:11:57, 
and the Mimic at 4:12:30,and the Coney Island 
Point stake-boat in the same order, at 5:06:38, 
5:08:35, and 5:12:22, respectively. The yachts 
sailed to the finish before a moderate south by 
east breeze, and crossed the line with the Mistake 
in the lead, the Keegan second, and the Mimic 
last, at 6:00:09, 6:02:22, and 6:05:58, respectively, 
the Mistake beating the Keegan by 2:01 actual 
time, or 1:31 corrected time. The judges of the 
race were Frank Bates, Charles Baugh, and Peter 
O’Brien, and John M. Sawyer was stakeholder and 
referee. 
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FIGHTING FOR HER DOG'S LIFE. 
THE KNOTTY PROGLEM PRESENTED TO JUS- 
TICE STILSING IN JERSEY CITY. 

Justice Stilsing, of Jersey City, is endeavor- 
ing to solve a question which, if not as interesting, 
is for him as puzzling, as the problem that bothered 
Solomon. Hugh Coyle is an undertaker on Jersey- 
avenue, and Mrs. Sigenthaler keepsa saloon on the 
corner, a few doors sway. Coyle owns a dog ofa 


nondescript breed and of no great value. Mrs. 
Sigenthaler rejoices in the possession of a genuine 
spitz, as white and curly and as vicious 
and useless as that breed of dog is 
vapable of being. The two dogs met on Wednes- 
dav and fought to the best of their ability, until 
they were separated by a young son of Mr. Coyle, 
who was bitten, by which dog is now the matter 
in dispute. Mr. Coyle alleged that the boy was 
bitten by the spitz, and demanded its surrender 
and death. Mrs. Sigenthaler insisted that Coyle’s 
son was bitten by his own dog, and refused 
to give up her pet in order that it 
might be sacrificed upon the altar of 
a popular superstition. In this dilemma 
Mr. Coyle for applied a warrant for the arrest of 
Mrs. Sigenthaler on acharge of having violated a 
city ordinance in refusing to allow her dog to be 
killed after it had bitten a human being. Mrs. 
Sigenthaler appeared in court yesterday and set 
up the defense above noted. Sne said that Mr. 
Coyle might kill his own dog if he chose, but he 
should not kill hers until he had proved its 
guilt. In this dilemma, Judge Stilsing ordered 
the spitz to be brought before him, which 
being done, he directed that the dog should be 
locked up in the city jail until to-day, when the 
dog will be arraigned and the evidence heard. It 
is the first case of the kind ever known in Jersey 
City, and has attracted considerable attention from 
its novelty. All the witnesses of the dog-fight have 
been summoned, and it is very probable that both 
sides will be represented by counsel. 
——— 
BUSINESS TROUBLES, 

The failure of R. & H. Adams, silk ribbon 
and netting manufacturers, of this City and Pater- 
son, N. J., was eagerly discussed in trade circles 
yesterday, but the creditors were unable to isarn 
of anything further of any great importance to 
their interests. They hope to receive a favorable 


settlement, but nothing definite will be done until 
the inventory of the assets is completed, which will 
require some time. A very large part of the lla- 
bilities of the firm consists of promissory notes 
held principally by the banks in this City, Mar- 
tin & Leask, the Wall-street note brokers, 
disposed of a great deal of the suspended firm's 
paper, but could not give any estimate of the total 
amount, as other brokers had also sold it. They 
thought that the report that it amounted to $500,- 
000 was exaggerated. It had been quite generally 
distributed among the banks. It is said that the 
firm had some of their notes which fell due recent- 
ly renewed, and they made an arrangement with 
James Talicott, dry goods merchant, of No. 108 
Franklin-street, to sell their goods on commission, 
making advanees to them, which it was hoped 
would afford them temporary relief. A telegram 
from Fall River says: ‘** Among the creditors of R. 
H. Adams & Co. are Kilburn, Lincoln & Co., of this 
city, who furnished a number of looms, and the 
Globe Yarn Mill Company, which has been furnish- 
ing cotton yarn.” 

The liabilities of Meier & Dickerson, dealers in 
leather, at No. 8 Ferry-street, who made an assign- 
ment on Wednesday, are stated to be about $20,- 
000; the assets are nominally valued at about 
$14,000. 

W. &J. Strasz, manufacturers of shoes, at No. 16 
Thomas-street, who recently failed, are endeavor- 
ing to effect a compromise at 25 cents on the dol- 
lar in indorsed notes. The liabilities are $8,905; 
nominal assets, $6,839; actual assets, $4,625. 

Reports received in this City state that Minchin 
& Co., manufacturers of hosiery, at Central Falls, 
R. L, have made an assignment, not having suffi- 
cient capital to carry on the business. They began 
last January, Mr. Minchin, itis said, having pre- 
viously been the manager of the New-York Silk 
pao nog Their goods were sold through a com- 
mission house in this City. 

Reports from Longmont, Col., state that C. & H. 
Gloyn, dealers in dry goods and general stores, 
have made an assignment. The liabilities are re- 
ported to be $18,000 and the assets are valued at 
$22,000. They owe considerable for merchandise 
in this City. They went from New-York about 10 
years ago and started in business at Longmont. 
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ITALIANS WORKING WITH THE RAZOR. 

Ferdinando Bottigliere and his brother 
Francisco, both ef whom live at No. 546 West 
Thirty-third-street, were yesterday taken before 
Justice Ford, at the Jefferson Market Police Court, 


to answer a charge of felonious assault. Patrol-

JUDGE VAN BRUNT ON ORDERS OF ARREST 

Emilie Pflugheber sued, Alexander Leske in 
the Court of Common Pleas, claiming $5,000 dam- 
ages for the alleged breach of a promise to marry 
her. On her affidavit, stating that Leske intended 
to leave the State, an order of arrest was is- 


sued and Leske was put into Ludlow-Street 
Jail. His counsel moved to vacate’ the 
order of arrest or to reduce the amount 
of bail. In deciding this motion Judge 
Van Brunt made the following memorandum, 
which was filed in the Common Pleas, Chambers, 
yesterday: ‘In ¥iew of the gross abuses which 
have arisen resulting from the granting of orders 
of arrest in actions for personalsinjuries, this court 
has, following the rule adopted in the old Supreme 
Court, refused such orders unless it was satisfac- 
torily shown that there was danger that the de- 
fendant would leave the State. Ina great majori- 
ty of cases such orders are obtained merely for 
purposes of oppression and vexation, and the bail 
required is many times larger than any pos- 
sible recovery. I remember that in one 
term of this court some years ago 
10 cases of personal injury were tried, the causes 
of action being assault and battery, and breach of 
promise of marriage, and seduction. ‘The bail in 
these cases aggregated $30,000, and the total amount 
of recoveries was less than $600. These facts seem 
to illustrate ina remarkable mamner the wisdom 
of the practice of this court. In this case it is true 
that the plaintiff swears that somebody told her 
that the defendant had threatened to leave the 
country: but the facts stated in the defendant’s 
affidavits in support of his denial of any intention 
to leave the country seem more than to negative 
the allegations of the plaintiff. The order, perhaps, 
should not be vacated, but the bail should be re- 
duced to $1,000.”’

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A LETTER FROM DR. ELISHA HARRIS. 

On Wednesday Dr. Elisha Harris, Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, sent the following 
letter to Dr. Walter De Forest Day, the City Sani- 
tary Superintendent: 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, ALBANY, Aug. 30, 1882. 

Dear Dr. Day: As printed instructions and much 
written information, &c., have been given along a 
line of 67 towns north and westward from Fremont 
where Italian workmen are employed on the railroad, 
and as every Health Officer is urged to duty, I trust 
that no sick persons or infected material from them 
will be conveyed to the cities. 

Cireulars 15, 27, and 48 are in the hands of the pub- 
lic Health Officers of the 67 places above mentioned, 
and an expert medical diagnostician is now following 
thé course of the sickness, The six principal contrac- 
tors for the construction of the road are empioyin 
some 8,000 men. Their interests favor all that sani- 
tary Officials can do to protect the labor gangs. There- 
fore hope for the bese. 

I send you copies of some of the matters sent out by 
the local boards. Loubfless the health of these thou- 
vands and of as many more on railroads further south 
and west in New-York will be protected. The local 
boards know their daty and have ample informa:ion.
